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NEBRASKA’S CONVENTION. 


It Will Declare for 16 to 1—Few Gold- 
bugs There. 

Omaha, Neb., August 21.—(Special.)—A 
large number of delegates have already ar- 
rived in this city to attend the state demo- 
cratic convention tomorrow. All indications 
pont to a very large convention, a surpris- 
ing fact, when one realizes that this is an 
off year and the delegates are entirely des- 
titute of railway passes, with which the 
administrationists are well supplied. 

They are to nominate a candidate for 
supreme court judge and two candidates 
for regent of the state university. Indica- 
tions now point to the nomination of Hon. 
Johnson Howe, of this city, or Hon. W. 
H. Thompson, of Grand Island, for the Jat- 
ter position. 

Mr. Howe is the leading anti-corporation 
attorney of the state, and Mr. Thompson 
is mayor of Grand Island and a very 
prominent democratic orator. Both are 16 to 
1 advocates and very popular. 

There will be no difficulty at all over the 
platform. It will reaffirm the declaration 
of the last state convention in favor of free 
silver at 16 to 1, without the aid or consent 
of any other nation. This piatform will be 
adopted unanimously and by acclamation, 
The goldbugs have refrained from trying 
to get into this convention. Less than a 
dozen counties will elect delegatés to the 
gold convention on September Sth. 

In many instances, holders of office have 
called meetings to be held at a date .ater 
than the time fixed for holding tae state 
convention of the silverites. In such cases 
the silverites have ignored the call and 
Rave met in mass meeting and selected 
delegates to the convention to be held in 
Omaha tomorrow. In three cases the <om- 
mittees were called for the purpose of se- 
lecting delegates to the Lincoln convention. 
On advice of Chairman Smythe, the free 
silver advocates have responded to such 
call and have simply outvoted the adm:n- 
istration party and have selected delegates 
to the Omaha convention instead of to tne 
meeting called at Lincoln, In each instance 
the administration democrats have bolted 
the county convention and have sciected 
delegates to the Lincoln convention. Mr. 
Bryan arrived here from Lincoln tonight 
and is the center of all interest ani €n- 
thusiasm. 


THEY ARE STILL DIVIDED. 


The Hill and Cleveland Factions of 
Rochester Trying To Harmonize, 


Rochester, N. Y., August 21.—The demo- 
cratic caucuses in the city of Rochester 
and the country districts of Monroe county 
were held last evening under the arrange- 
ment made by the state committee looking 
to the pacification of the Hill and Cleveland 
factions of the party. The results as a 
whole were surprising and showed that the 
quarrel between the factions, which has 
been at daggers drawn for several years, 
had not been thoroughly harmont'zed. In 
ten of the twenty wards of the city each 
faction was successful and in the county 
as a whole the same proportion marked the 
result, the Cleveland men carrytng the first 
and’ third assembly districts and the Hill 
men the second and feurth. This will make 
an even break for state committeemen. 

Div.ded on the lines of senatorial districts 
the Hill men carry the forty-third and the 
Cleveland men the forty-fourth.

THE LOWEST SINCE MARCH. 


The General Treasury Balance Grad- 
ually Growing Smaller. 


Washington, August 21.—The official fig- 
ures issued today show that the general 
treasury balance stands at $181,534,897. This 
includes $2,376,277 disbursed on account of 
bonds and interest this month, which will 
not appear until the statement for August 
appears, on the list of September. 

Deducting this, the actual balance is 
found to be $179,158,620, This is the lowest 
figure reached since last March, when the 
treasury began to receive the proceeds of 
the sale of bonds at that time, the balance 
of the available funds in the treasury 18 
something less than $80,000,000, and this is 
necessarily divided among the several sub- 
treasuries and in designated depositories. 
Thus far there has been no necessity to 
transfer funds by telegraph from one point 
to another in order to meet heavy drafts, 
as was done before the last bond issue, 
and treasury officials do not believe that 
they will be compelled to do so. 

While it is true that receipts from cus- 
toms dues are likely to be lighter for a 
time, they have been, owing to the fact 
that the heavy fall imporations are gener- 
ally in, confidence is felt by the department 
officials that the revenues will be sufficient 
to meet expenditures. Certainly this will 
be the case in their opinion, when the im- 
portations of spring goods begin to arrive 
in the near future. In the meantime, the 
balance will be kept well up to its present 
figure. 


PULLING DOWN THE RESERVE. 


Another Large Slice of Our Gold With- 
drawn for Export Yesterday. 
Washington, August 21.—The _ treas 
ury department is informed that $100,000 in 
gold was withdrawn for export today, re- 
ducing the gold reserve to $101,430,000. 


WRECK OF THE COLISEUM. 


The Big Building Comes Down with a 
Crash—No Lives Lost. 

Chicago, August 21.—The coliseum build- 
irg, a big open structure which is being 
erected by the exposition company in the 
block bounded by Hepe and Stony Island 
avenues and Sixty-third and Sixty-second 
streets, was wrecked tonight at 11:30 o'clock 
by the collapse of the iron roof. If the 
disaster to the building had occyrred a 
little earlier there would have been great 
loss of life, as over half a hundred men 
had just quit work for the night. They 
tad been installing the are electric lighting 
for the opening of the big show building 
September 2d with Barnum & Bailey’s cir- 
cus. So far as known at this hour, there 
wus no one killed by the accident. Several 
“watchman had just made their rounds of 
the building and were standing under the 
walls, which are unusually low for the 
size of the building. They happened to be 
on the street side and when the crashing 
superstructure of iron gave warning of 
Ganger, they had plenty of time to rush 
to a place of vafety. When the massive 
arches of iron began to break loose from 
their fastenings on the four sides of the 
structure, the strain was too much for 
the thick, low walls of pressed brick. With 
a deafening sound the mass of iron carried 
with it the four walls {n a chaotic heap 
toward the center and the werk of destruc- 
tion was complete. The cost of the colis- 
eum was to be $225,000, and as it was near- 
ly completed for the opening show, the 
loss is believed to be nearly $200,000. Every- 
thing was being done in a hurry to keep 
the opening date and only last week three 
workmen met death while engaged on the 
superstructure. Two of the iron workers 
fell 150 feet from a beam while placing the 
20 j he beams.

CAMPBELL NAMED, 


Escape It. 
OHIO DEMOCRATS FORCE IT UPON HIM 


No One Else Considered for the 
Nomination for Governor. 


FINANCIAL PLANK OF 1892 ADOPTED 


Senator Brice Talks ina Straddling Concili 
tory Vein—Now Comesa Gard Fight 
To Carry the State. 


Springfield, O., August 21.—In spite of 
James E. Campbgil's darnest and re- 
peated protest that his friends must not 
nominate him as the democratic candidate 
for the governor of Ohio, as he could not 
make the race for various reasons, the 
ex-governor was put at the head of the 
ticket by acclamation against his will to-

day by the 800 delegates to the Springfield 
convention. The nomination was forced 
upon the Butler county man while he was 
in the midst of a speech and in the act of 
presenting the name of Judge Peck, of 
Cincinnati, for the same honor. Then 
came a graceful acceptance, and the rest 
of the ticket was made up on the acclama- 
tion order. Senator Brice won his point 
of having only a reaffirmation of the na- 
tional currency plank inserted in the plat- 
form by a majority of 250. 

At 10:25 o’clock State Chairman M. A. 
Smalley called the convention to order. 
He refrained from making a speech him- 
self. Prayer was offered by Rev. 8. F. 
Breckinridge, and then amid more cheers, 
Senator Calvin 8. Brice was presented by 
the temporary chairman and addressed 
the convention. 

The references of the senator to the 
money question were loudly applauded and 
equal enthusiasm was manifested when 
the speaker pronounced his eulogy upon 
President Cleveland. ‘ 

Just as soon as he had concluded the 
report of the committee on credentials was 
called for. In the Butler county contest 
the report favored the seating of the con- 
testing delegation headed by Hon. James 
E. Campbell and of the contesting dele- 
gation from Cuyahoga county (Cleveland). 
A minority report in favor of the regular 
delegation from Cleveland was presented, 
amid mingled cheers, groans and hisses, by 
Phil Crowe, of Hardin. In the Spring- 
field contest the majority report was 
against the seating of the delegation head- 
ed by Hon. J. H. ‘thomas, who was Brice’s 
competitor for the senatorship six years 
ago. A minority report was also presented 
in the interest of the Thomas faction and 
a flow of argument was presented. 

A roll call by counties was ordered on 
the question of seating the Cleveland dele- 
gation that had been ousted by the com- 
mittee on credentials and which stood for 
silver. The ballot resulted: ayes, 367; 
nays, 339, and the result seating the silver 
men was received with great cheering. 

The convention refused to seat the 
Thomas delegation from Clarke county by 
a decisive vote. This disposed of the con- 
tests and the report of the committee on 
permanent organization continuing the 
temporary organization was adopted with 
a shout. Frank Hwrd, Me free trade 
apostle of Toledo, then presented the ma- 
jority report of the committee on resolu- 
tions. It read: 


The Platform. 


“The democratic party-of Ohio in con- 
vention assembled points with satisfaction 
and pride to the gvisdom of action of that 
party in the last/two years and the results 
accomplished according to its promises, to- 
wit: The repeal ot the republican legisla- 
tion known as the Sherman law; the un- 
American federal election law, and the Mc- 
Kinley law, from which repeais resulted re- 
turning prosperity to the country tosuch an 
extent that even the republicans are oblig- 
ed to recognize the same. 

“We congratulate President Cleveland 
that his efforts in favor of the repeal of 
these various laws and the upholding of the 
credit-of the country has been successful. 

“We congratulate our senator, Hon. Cal- 
vin 8S. Brice, for the earnest and effective 
support he has given to the president in 


“When we censider the fact that the dem- 
ocratic party received from the republicans 
in 1892 a bankrupt treasury that it inherit- 
ed from them the vicious currency and tar- 
iff laws which had prepared and finally pro- 
duced the panic of 1893, we insist that it is 
entitled to the thanks of the people for the 
courage with which it has attacked and re- 
pealed these laws. 

“We reaffirm the following portion of the 
seventh plank of the last national demo- 
cratic convention: 

‘**We hold to the use of both gold and sil- 
ver as the standard money of the country 
and to coin, both gold and silver, without 
discrimination against either metal or 
charge for mintage, but the dollar unit of 
coinage of both metals must be of equal in- 
trinsic and exchangeable value or be ad- 
justxl by international agreement, or by 
such safe legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals 
and the equal power of every dollar at all 
times in the payment of debts, and we de- 
mand that the paper currency shall be kept 
at par with and redeemable in such coin.’ 

“We insist on such policy as especially 
necessary for the protection of farmers and 
laboring classes, the first and most defense- 
less victims of unstable money and fluctu- 


The remainder of the platform relates to 
state affairs entirely. 

The platform was signed by nineteen out 
of twenty-one members of the committee, 
the dissenters being A. W. Patrick, of Tus- 
carawas, and J. W. Lewis, of Champaign. 
These submitted the following minority re- 
pert to the financial plank: 

“We demand the immediate restoration 


and legal tender of both gold and silver ; 


coins without discrimination against either 


metal, ‘as provided in the constitution 
and without waiting the assent of England 
er any other foreign nation.” 


‘ Patrick Speaks for Silver. 


each side for argument, and ex-Senator 
Patrick, of Canal Dover, led off for silver. 
He declared that the democratic party had 
always been the party and friend of the 
white metal, and it could not go back on 
its record. They ought not.to vote the 
sentiments of the “cuckoos” who were ar- 
rayed against the cause of the common 
people, It was a fight of the millions 
against the millionaires, of the plutocrats 
against the people, a fight of the poor man’s 
money for regtoration, 

“Your gold is in the hands of the very 
rich,” shouted the venerable speaker, as 
he turned in the heat of his oratary to- 
ward Senator Brice. 

The convention appreciated the force of 
the reference, and yelled and laughed to 
its heart's content. L. A. Russell, of 
Cleveland, also spoke for silver, while Mr. 
Frank Hurd spoke briefly, but to the point, 
for the single gold standard. He insisted 
that an Ohio democratic convention had no 
right to change the declaration of the na- 
tional convention of the party, and he de- 
nied the right of the convention to change 
the. obligation and the duty that rested 
upon the conscience of honest democrats 
to support the national platform. If they 
wanted to change that duty and to enforce 
their sentiments let them go to the next na- 
tuonal convention, 

R. D. Marshall, of Dayton, spoke after- 
ward for harmony, and a roll gall was de- 
manded on the adoption of the minority re- 
port, which was lost by a vote of 270 to 
525. 

When the silver issue was out of the way, 
General E. B. Findley, of sucyrus, created 
a division by submitting another plank to 
the platform, viewing with alarm the arm- 
ed invasion by Great Britain of a friendly 
country and insisting upon the enforcement 
oi the Monroe doctrine, The chair ruled 
that the question could not be considered. 
In different forms. this decision was 
cnallenged in all parts of the house, Afier 
a prolonged parliamentary skirmish the 
resolution was put upon itS passage as an 
independent, motion. 

Looked Like Lack of Confidence. 

Opposition was offered by John IF. Fol- 
lett, of Cincinnati, who declared that they 
were not there to intimate thatthey had 
no confidence in the democratic administra- 
tion. If any necessity arose for the en- 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine, there 
was no doubt that Grover Cleveland would 
enforce it. 

President Ingalls, of the Big Four, warn- 
ed the convention against tacking planks 
to a regularly prepared plattorm, but ex- 
Governor Campbell, in a few vigorous re- 
marks, carried the convention with him. 
He asked his hearers if they would split 
upon the ancient Monroe doctrine or affirm 
it. There was no intention of flouting the 
administration of the greatest of 
living Americans. Ten years ago. and again 
@ year ago, shrough Mr. Bayard, the coun- 
try had warned tireat ‘Britain to keep its 
hands off the South American republics. 
Congress has passed a résolution to the 
same effect, but on the other side of the At- 
lantic they had sneered at that resolution. 
Tney had smiled with scontempt when it 
said that the Monroe dovtrine should be re- 
epected. The resolution was simply intend- 
ed to notify the incoming comgréss that the 
people demanded legislation that would 
drive Great Britain out @f Venezuela and 
that they were not prepared to lay down 
and allow the British Ron to put his paws 
on them. The resolution 9h then put and 
carried with a whoop. platform with 
its “sound money” plank was adopted by 
a viva voce vote, a. hundred or mors dele- 
gates yelling “‘No.’’ 

Campbell for Governor. 

As soon as nominations were declared in 
order ex-Governor Campbell was again in 
his chair. Cries of ‘““Campbell for governor’ 
drowned his voice for a couple of minutes. 
Fir ally securing silence he said that there 
was a mission before the democratic party 
of the state this fall; that of achieving a 
victory that should elestrify the whole 
country. At this point the ex-governor gave 
ex-State Chairman Norton, of Tiffin, per- 
mission to interrupt him and Norton pro- 
cseded to move that Campbell be nominated 
for governor by acclamation. 

This was the cue for the convention to 
rise en masse and give three cheers twice 
over, While the band played the “Campbells 
Are Coming.’ But the ex-governor held 
his ground and having once more secured 
silence, he proceeded to say that he had 


+ made five races under unfavorable auspices 


in ten years, all calculated to deplete his 
condition financially and physically. ‘here 
were men in Ohio who could better afford 
to make the fight and make the sacrifice, 
and if the convention was composed of his 
friends it ought to respect his wishes and 
bestow the nomination elsewhere. 

He concluded by nominating General Peck, 
of Hamilton county, but the convention 
would not have it so, and as Mr. Ingalls had 
said that between the wishes of the conven- 
tion and between the wishes of the candi- 
dates sought, the latter would perforce go 
to the wali, the nomination was made by 
acclamation. 

Seeing that he could do nothing else the 
ex-governor gracefully accepted the situa- 
tion and the remaining nominations follow- 
ed in quick order, each being made without 
a contest.

Senator Brice. in his speech on taking 
the chair. referred to the disaster that be- 
fell the democratic party last year and 
said that this year, if ever, the Ohio democ- 
racy must fight with unbroken ranks and 
against the common enemy. 

“When I see today efforts being made to 
divide the great democratic party just on 
the eve of its revival and resumption of 
power, on a theoretical and academical 
question in which no practical result is 
possible, I come to this convention to ask 
full, consideration before taking passionate 
action.

DEMOCRACY FOR A DOUBLE STANDARD 


Personally He Will Stick to oe 
Party if Defeated. 


BUT HE WILL NOT GIVE UP THE FIGHT 


Now tbe Piaa of Organization Is Being 
Coined Outin Order To Control the 
Next National Convention. 


Washington, August 21.--(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Harris, of Tennessee, is feeling very 
well satisfied over the outcome of the sil- 
ver convention recently held in this city. 

“The results of that convention were 
more favorable than I could reasonably 
have expected,’”’ said Senator Harris to- 
day. “Of course, what the ultimate result 
is to be it is impossible for me or any 
other man to know at this point of time, 
but believing as I do that there is a de- 
cided majority of the democrats of the 
United States who favor free coinage of 
silver without regard to the policy of other 
nationalities, our object is simply to test 
that question inside of party lines. If the 
free coinage democrats are in the major- 
ity they ought to control the action of the 
democratic national convention. I have 
noticed a good many newspaper para- 
graphs attempting to ridicule the meeting 
that was held here on August l4th and 
15th, and to give the idea that the ‘free 
silver craze,’ as they are pleased to term 
it, is dying out, and other papers are ask- 
ing what we democrats who participated 
in that meeting propose to do in the event 
of our failure to control the national con- 
vention upon the silver question. The cir- 
cular letter, dated June 18th, and signed 
by Senators Jones, Turpie and myself, 
plainly shows that we propose to make 
this fight purely and. strictly within party 
lines, and if I am mistaken in this belief 
that a majority of the democrats favor 
free coinage of silver, to my patriotic 
friends who are so solicitous and anxious 
to know what we are going to do, I can 
say that, having fought the battles of the 
democratic party for fifty years, and hav- 
ing through my whole life been devoted 
to the cardinal principles of that party, 
there is no One question upon which I 
could be induced to abandon my allegiance 
to that organization. 

The Purpose. 

“The whole object and purpose of the 
meeting held here was to organize as thor- 
oughly as possible the democrats in every 
state in the unon who favor the free coin- 
age of silver, so as to marshal our entire 
forces at the time when such questions 
must be de¢ided in the regular councils of 
the party. I have before me a list of the 
persons who attended the convention. 
There were representatives, highly intel- 
ligent, respectable and influential in their 
respective homes, from nearly thirty 
states of the union. That convention spoke 
through its representatives, and addresses 
as to its objects and purposes, and ap- 
pointed a committee, to which [ belong, 
to prosecute the work of thoroughly organ- 
izing the silver democrats of the various 
states, and I am satisfied that every mem- 
ber of the committee so appointed has_al- 
ready entered earnestly upon the : es 
assigned to him, so as to bring into ac- 
tion at the proper time the full force and 
power of the silver democrats of the coun- 
try. When that is done I am satisfied we 
will find ourselves in the majority and 
possessing absolute power to make the 
platform and candidate of our party, and 
no amount of criticism or newspaper sneers 
will deter me or any other of the demo- 
crats engaged in this work from pursuing 
our object. 

“I hope to have a central organization 
at the capital of every state and subordi- 
nate organizations at every county seat 
and every voting precinct in every county 
in the United States. With such an or- 
ganization, if it shall be completed, we 
will be able to bring into action at the 
proper time the entire free silver senti- 
ment of the country. If successful we will 
control the action of the national conven- 
tion. If defeated, speaking for myself, I 
shall submit to the will of the majority, 
as I have done in other instances when I 
have chanced to find the majority of my 
associates opposed to my views. But sub- 
mission in that case would not mean that 
I will in the slightest degree have changed 
my opinion as to the great blunder, not 


ilver.”’ 
‘ Three to One. 


When the senator was asked how the 
free silver sentiment was progressing in 
Tennessee he replied: 

“The press of Tennessee is largely bought 
up by the single gold standard men. The 
voting population of Tennessee is 3 to 1, 
and most people will tell you 10 to 1, in 
favor of free coinage. It is perfectly safe 
to say that 3 to 1 are free coinage men, 
and the majority will prove larger rather 
than smaller.” 

Senator Harris does not believe in wast- 
ing ammunition when the enemy cannot 
be reached. Applying this same theory to 
the political field and to the free silver 
battle, he does not believe in wasting much 
time over free silver in the next congress. 
He believes that President Cleveland will 
promptly veto any free silver legislation, 
and that the only thing to do is to look té6 
the election of 1896. At that time he hopes \ 
that the free silver men will not only 
capture the leadership of the democratic 


president and that there will be a ma- 
jority of free silver men in the democratic 
party. He ig thoroughly out of patience 
with all talk about bringing around an in- 


tion. On this point he remarked: 
“There never was any harmony between 

any two nationalities, either as to ratios 

or as to their coinage systems. England

Philadelphia, Pa., August 21.—Conven- 

tions to rominate candidates for county 
oflicers and for delegates to the republican 
state convention at Hacrisburg on next 
Wednesday were held today. The county 
cenventions excited little interest, as they 
were of the cut and dried order, and the 
delegate conventions absorbed all the at- 
tention, as upon the result of their action 
there probably humg the mastery of the 
republican party leadership in Pennsylva- 
nia.

Librarian Spofford’s Books Show an Ap- 
parent Shortage of $35,000. 


HE MAKES A PLAUSIBLE EXPLANATION 


There Is Too Much Other Work Re- 
quiring His Attention. 


HIS ACCOUNTS MERELY CONFUSED 


The Old Gentleman’s Statem-nt Will Be 
Generally Ace pted—He Is Known 
to Ail Public Meu. 


Washington, August 21.—The accounts of 
Congressional Librarian Spofford, which 
have been under investigation by the audi- 
tor of the treasury for the state and other 
departments since last January, are sail 
to show a shortage of at least $5,000.~ This 


Shortage is said to exist in the payrolk  — 


accounts of the library; and in eddition to 
this is a discrepancy in the copyright ac- 
counts. The accounts have been examined 
by an expert in the office of Auditor Hol- 
comb and his report is believed to have 
been carried to President Cleveland at 
Gray Gabies by Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin, of the treasury department, who went 
to his cottage at Marion, Mass., a few 
days ago to spend his vacation. At the 
treasury department no infermation what- 
ever can be learned regarding the matter 
the cfhcials declining. to discuss it or te 
reveal the results of the investigation. 

Mr. Spoffurd was shuwn the statements 
regarding his accounts and made the fol- 
lowing statement: ic 

“In a matter involving so many particue- 
lars, both of misstatements and distortion 
of facts, it cam only be said that this is 
not the first time nor is it likely to be 
the lest, thaf a public official has been 
held up to odium for offenses not commit- . 
ted. Stripped of all sensational state- 
ments, the whole matter rests upon an ad- 
mitted confusion of accounts growing out 
of the extreme pressure constantly put upun 
the librarian of cohgress and register of 
copyrights by the whole country. This neg- 
lect has been owing to the fact that while 
the daily and onerous busir ess of deciding 
upon and issuing copyrights and the al- 
most incessant demanas upon the librarian 
for information by congress and the public 
cannot be postponed, the matter of accounts 
can be and has been delayed. 

“The charge of having - received illegal 
fees is baseless. The copyright law dis- 
tinctly prWides that for certifying a copy 
of a copyright record, there shall be col« 
lected 50 cents. The applications for such 
records are very numerdus, because of 
the constant litigation ‘involving copyright 
property. The furnishing of certified state- 
meuts as to how the record Stands is not 
part of the regular correspondence but is 
to meet special demands for evidence to 
defend or institute suits involving copyright 
property.

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FRANCE WILL HAVE TO PAY, 


For the Confiscation of Waller's Con. 
cesssions in Madagascar, 

Washington, August 21.—The case of John 
L. Waller, ex-consul of the United States 
at Tamatave, Madagascar, and now in pris- 
on in France, has assumed a phase that 
justifies this government in the belief that 
Waller's days of imprisonment are nearly 
ended, and that he will soon be restored to 
liberty. It can be stated on the highest 
authority that the only reason why Am- 
bassador Eustis has not been instructed 


- to demand Waller’s immediate release is 


that such a course might weaken the claim 
for indemnity, which the United States 
propose to make against France for the 
confiscation of the rubber concession in 
Madagascar. 

President Cleveland and Secretary Olney 
are now theroughly satisfied that Waller’s 
military trial was not conducted in a prop- 
er manner, and that his conviction of the 
crime of treason was based on the flimsi- 
est evidence, 

It will be a matter of a very short time, 
a few weeks perhaps, before Secretary 
Olney will instruct Ambassador Eustis to 
secure Waller’s release and make a claim 
for indemnity against the French govern- 
ment on account of the confiscation of his 
concession. 

Instructions were sent to Minister Eustis 
on July 3lst to impress his emphatic request 
for a copy of the record of evidence on 
which the ex-consul was declared a felon. 
Mr. Eustis failed to secure the record, and, 
on August 5th, further instructions were 
gent him even more emphatic than the 
first. Communications received from the 
ambassador tell of his efforts to secure a 
copy of the record from the French min- 
istry for foreign affairs and of his several 
failures through the temporizing policy 
pursued by the authorities. After consid- 
erable delay and repeated requests he has 
been furnished a copy of the charges and 
specifications and of the sentence imposed 
upon.Waller. He then renewed his demand 
for a copy of evidence, and was at first 
told that it would be granted very soon, 
as the record had been received in France. 
But, according to his latest advices to this 
government, the French ministry has told 
him, with that lack of consistency which 
appears to have marked the entire nego- 
tiations, that the record of evidence is in 
Madagascar, and cannot’. be furnished 
without great delay. 

The statement that this government had 
done all that could be done to bring the 
Waller case to a speedy adjusiment is un- 
questionable. The demand for Waller's re- 
lease would have been made this month if 
the state department had not been actuat- 
eu by a desire to obtain for him the in- 
demnity due for the confiscation of the rub- 
ber concession. According to the view tak- 
en by the president and Secretary Olney, 
compliance with a demand for Waller’s 
immediate release, would practically have 
ended the case, and left little ground for 
a claim for indemnity. It is the desire of 
the government to make its efforts to se- 
cure the freedom of Waller dependent on 
the intention to obtain indemnity, and 
thus make the French do full justice to the 
imprisoned man. As matters now stand, 
Waller’s prospects are very hopeful, and 
his release is assured, even if the indemnity 
fails to be forthcoming, 

The amount of the indemnity to be ask- 
ed will be more than a million dollars. The 
exact sum cannot be ascertained, bui prob- 
abilities are that it has not been determin- 
ed upon. The report that Waller is dying 
of consumption in prison is giving the state 
department some uneasiness, but the in- 
formation is not believed to be strictly ac- 
curate, as the latest letters from Waller 
Said the chills and fever from which he 
suffered had left him, and that his health 
Was much improved. 


FOR THE SAFETY OF AMERICANS. 


A Feeling of Uneasiness in the Navy 
Department. 

Washington, August 21.—Measures were 
taken today by Acting Secré@tary McAdoo, 
of the navy department, to place in ser- 
vice within a very short time the gun- 
boats now under construction at Newport 
News, Va., and also the cruiser Boston and 
the old corvette Adams, now at Mare is- 
land, Cal. A conference of the bureau 
chiefs composing the board of construc- 
tion was held in Mr. McAdoo’s office this 
morning, and plans for hurrying up the 
work of preparing these vessels for sea 
Were discussed. 

The feeling of uneasiness respecting the 
safety of American citizens in China and 
the likelihood of revolutionary troubles in 
South America and Central America are 
the reasons that actuated Mr. McAdoo in 
his desire to place these vessels in com- 
mission promptly. - A telegram was sent 
last night to the commandant of the 
Mare island navy yard asking ®how soon 
the Boston could be commissioned, and an 
answer received this morning says that all 
repairs to the cruiser have been com- 
pleted and that she can go to sea imme- 
diately after a dock trial to ‘test her ma- 
chinery. The Adams is also nearly ready 
for service and the remaining work nec- 
essary to put her in sea-going condition 
will be hurried. 

Chief Constructor Hichborn reports to 
Mr. McAdoo that the six gunboats which 
were designed with regard to service in 
the shallow waters of Chinese rivers could 
not be made ready for service under -a 
year. It came out in the course of the dis- 
cussion, however, that Secretary Whitney 
and Secretary Tracy had accepted vessels 
before the contractors had completed 
every detail. All vessels built by private 
contract are subjected to a trial by the 
government to ascertain whether they 
a td With all the requirements, and 
the contractors are obliged to make them 
complete in every feature before the test 
se take place.

It May Cut Quite a Figure in Charleston 
Politics. 


SAID TO HAVE 1000 VOTES THERE 


For Years the Irish and the Germans Have 
Controlled the City Politics—A City 
Campaign Approaches. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 21.—(Special.)—A 
new element has been injected into the mu- 
nicipal campaign in this city by the organi- 
zation here of a branch of the American 
Protective Association. Rumor of the ex- 
istence of this branch has been rife for 
some time, but the fact of its existence has 
only been made public now. It is said that 
the Ameriean Protective Association has a 
membership of one thousand voters, but 
this 18 doubted. Dr. John Forest, a prom- 
inent Presbyterian and a physician of some 
note. is accredited with being at the head 
of the local organization, but this Is only 
rumor, 

The political situation here is peculiar. 
Concessions have always been made to the

The party 
that elected him has about fallen to pieces 
and the Irish influence seems to be once 
more in the ascendency. The entrance of 
the American Protective Association Into 
the canvass under these’ circumstances 
promises to make a very lively fight. °

Columbia, S. C., August 21.—(Special.)—Con- 
siderable feeling has been aroused amcng 
the friends of Clemson college by an article 
in The State, which reported that there 
was considerable feeling in the facuity of 
that institution against President Craig- 
head. That the information was given the 
correspondent of The State by persons con- 
nested with Clemson college there seems to 
be no doubt, but the friends of the president 
are loud in condemnation of the utterances 
of these persons, and a thorough investiga- 
tion into the charges is promised.

DID RANSOM SEE HIM? 


Report Has It That the President 
Did Not Receive Him. 

Washington, August 21.—(Special.)—A re- 
port is going the rounds here to the effect 
that ex-Senator Ransom was snubbed a 
few days ago by President Cleveland. As 
the story goes, Ransom posted off to Gray 
Gables when the acting attorney general 
decided. that Ransom’s appointment as 
minister to Mexico was illegal, presumably 
to see about his renomination. But it ie 
said that Mr. Cleveland turned the gallant 
North Carolinian down und sent word to 
him at the gate that he was too busy to 
see him. As Minister Ransom did not stop 
here on his way back, it is impossible to 
verify the story. But accepting it as true, 
it is interpreted to mean that Mr, Cleve- 
land does not intend to reappoint him. it 
has been considered strange that the pres- 
ident has not made Minister Ransom’s re- 
appointment before this, and this fact 
alone gives some show of truth to the sup- 
position that he is not to have the mis- 
sion. It is known that the friends of ex- 
Governor Crittenden, of Missouri, who is 
consul general to Mexico, are using all 
their efforts to secure his appointment 
in Ransom’s place, but beyond this there 
is no definite infofmation here on the sub- 
ject. Ransom’s friends are confident that 
there is no ground for the report that he 
will not be reappointed and they look for 
the renomination daily. 


ASSIGNING THE JUSTICES. 


Chief Justice Fuller Made the Assign- 
ments Yesterday. 


Washington, August 21.—Owing to the 

death of Justice Jackson, it became nec- 
essary to make a rearrangement of the 
assignment of justices of the supreme 
court of the United, States to the several 
circuits. This has been done by Chief 
Justice Fuller, and today it was received 
at the office of the clerk of the court. The 
following are the assignments:

foreign bondholders upon the throat of 
the American people.” 

The enthusiasm which greeted the ring- 
ing words of General Hardin passes de- 
scription. The manner of General Hardin 
was even*more eloquent than his words, 
and places the democrats henceforth in this 
campaign for the free coinage of both 
metals and the republicans as the cham- 
pions of the single standard of gold. 

The Lines Drawn. 

Now that the duly nominated candidates 
for the governorship have spoken the lines 
have been drawn, and the democracy 
stands forth as the champion of the free 
coinage of silver, while the advocacy of 
the gold standard is left to its natural pa- 
rent—the party of John Sherman. 

The interest which preceded the Audito- 
rium joint debate in Louisville can hardly 
be gauged by persons living outside of the 
state. The democratic party was ham- 
pered by the patronage brigade—the men 
who hold offices, or whose cousins or aunts 
were basking beneath the sunshine of offi- 
cial favor, whose light radiated equally 
from Washington and Frankfort. The 
federal office holders who wished to do 
something for their master at Buzzard’s 
Roost, and the statehouse ring at Frank- 
fort which wished to keep in without a 
break in their line, were aided by the con- 
tracting agencies of Louisville and the 
trading suttlers who seek to hold down 
both political parties in subjection to the 
so-called “‘business interests” of the coun- 
try, in which the people are forgotten and 
jobbery runs riot. To meet this combina- 
tion of wealth, power and knavery, in- 
trenched in the high places of state and 
nation was no small task. 

But Kentucky had in Hardin and Black- 
burn two valiant leaders—men whose 
hearts were in sympathy with the people, 
and who were unawed by power and place. 
So strong were they that the Carlisle de- 
votees had to work surreptitiously, gain- 
ing votes here and there by holding hope 
to the ear which was bound to prove de- 
lusive. As previously stated in this cor- 
respondence, the state convention of Ken- 
tucky found itself in a tight place, so 
tangled up between local and personal in- 
terests that it found its way out of the 
financial maze by simply readopting the 
Chicago plank. 

And what did that mean? Merely a 
truce, for it was upon that plank, recog- 
nizing both gold and silver as standard 
money, that General Hardin -had already 
drawn, the impression that its meaning 
was the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver as well as of gold. When the con- 
vention adjourned, therefore, it left mat- 
ters precisely as it had. found them, thus 
justifying the statement made by its gu- 
bernatorial nominee that “My life had 
been an open book to the people of Ken- 
tucky. They knew that I believed the act 
of 1873 demonetiging silver was an act of 
treason against the American people, plac- 
ing our banker where he could be bullied 
and our people “where they could be im- 
poverished at*the will of the,foreign hold- 
ers of our bonds; that I belfeved, and al- 
ways would believe, that ultimate relief 
could only come by restoring silver to the 
exact place it occupied before 1873, and by 
reversing all republican policies. The 800 
self-respecting, independent-thinking men 
that composed the democratic convention 
had opinions of their own and dared to ex- 
press them, and well they knew that I had 
mine and always expressed them boldly 
and would not retract one of them to win 
a crown. They adopted the national plat- 
form of 1892, and, with no conditions, save. 
the faith they had in my political integ- 
rity and loyalty to my party, they named 
me as their candidate for governor.” 

He Does Net Recrnit. 

In saying this General Hardin could not 
have said less. It was not to be supposed 
that he would surrender the policy which 
had come to him as the tradition of his 
party at the dictate of the business offices 
of a few newspapers. He had imbibed free 
silverism from democratic platforms, from 
the lips of honest men like the late Sen- 
ator Beck, and even from The Courier- 
Journal itself. If that newspaper changed 
its views it furnished no reason why Gen- 
eral Hardin should @o so. The democratic 
state convention of Kentucky had nomi- 
nated him for the governorship’ without 
calling upon him for a written recanta- 
tion of his opinions. When the convention 
did not do so, why should he recant upon 
the demand of a lot of men who did their 
best to defeat him for the nomination, 
but whom he put to route, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they had the federal ad- 
ministration behind them? 

“That platform,” the speaker went on 
to say, ‘‘declares for the coinage of both 
gold and silver as standard money of the 
country, without discriminating against 
either metal. The only further condition 
imposed is that the dollar of each be kept 
on a parity. This is all. Is there a demo- 
crat in Kentucky that would have it other- 
wise? Is there one that would not go 
even further and say that it should al- 
ways be done, consistently with the pres- 
ervation of the public credit I know of 
none that would repudiate by inflation, 
and I trust that there are none who would 
strangle the iife out of it by contraction.” 

It is in view of this well-known condition 
that the attitude of The Courier-Journal 
passes all understanding. In years past, 
while engaged in the advocacy of tariff 
reform or free trade, as differently called 
by different people, that newspaper had 
meither regard for “business interests’’ 
concerned, nor for the approval] of the mil- 
lionaires of the Atlantic coast. The “hay- 
seed’’ was a welcome visitor in the edi- 
torial room, and no pen burned with a 
brighter electric glow than that of Henry 
Watterson, as he pleaded for the taking 
off of revenue taxes from the poor far- 
mer. “But,” in the language of the topi- 
cal song, “that was some time ago, be- 
fore the busfhess managers of American 
newspapers assumed the control which 
they now seem to’ have. The cunning of 
Mr. Watterson’s affection for the poor 
seems to have become dissipated and the 
financial bearing of Mr. Haideman seems 
to be the most prominent feature about 
ibe Courier-Journal. From being an advo- 
cate of the liberal policies which would 
benefit the people of the whole country, 
the man at the plow and the man at the 
anvil, The Courier-Journal has drifted into 
a defense of the policies which have for 
their aim he interests of eastern multi- 
millionaires and foreign bondholders. This 
state of things was bad enough if it had 
not been carried into @ political campaign, 
where the fate of Kentucky is trembling 
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majority, The Courier-Journal continued 
its war upon seven-eights of the demo- 
crats of the state who adhered to the de- 
mand for the free coinage of silver. Had 
this policy been confined to the period 
preceding the action of the state conven- 
tion, it might have been excusable, but it 
was not. 
The Plank a Truce. 

The history of the case shows that @ 
convention which nominated the free silver 
leader of the state for the governorship 
had been led into the adoption of the Chica- 
go financial plank as a truce, as not dis- 
turbing the existing relations of those di- 
vided upon its interpretation, so that the 
discussion of this troublesome issue could 
be postponed to its own time and place 
for settlement. This compromise for 
which scores of free stiver men 
voted, instead of being accepted as a truce 
to the uni@cessary wrangling, was, after 
the adjournment of the convention, seized 
upon by The Courier-Journal and the gold- 
bug element as an indorsement of their 
views, With a virulence seldom equaled, 
the democratic senator, Joe Blackburn, 
conducting a canvass for re-election was 
beset and belabored as though he were a 
political thug. Columns in The Courier- 
Journal and other goldbug organs were 
filled with offensive matter touching the 
democratic ;senator, A's illustrating the 
l!animus of the Haldeman regime, The 
Times, an evening edition of The Courier- 
Journal, came out in justification of the 
refusal of the morning issue to print the 
appointments made for Blackburn by the 
State committee, by announcing that Black- 
burn had declined to fill them. Of course, 
the statement was corrected the next day, 
but after the dirty stab had been given 
one of Kentucky’s purest democratic lead- 
ers, To the credit of General Hardin, he 
never broke the truce which his friends had 
agreed to, until it had been smashed to 
smithereens by The Gourier-Journal people, 
whose greatest aim seemed to belittle the 
nominated ticket, and when he did speak, 
in the Auditorium debate, it ‘was with a 
dignity and kindness to which no one 
could take offense. 

An intimate listener to General Hardin 
at the Auditorium was Mr. Watterson, 
who had arrived on an evening train from 
the north for the purpose of hearing the 
speech. When the speaking was over he 
lannounced his intention of taking the 
first northbound train, from which it was 
to be gathered that he was not pleased 
with the night’s developments. The Couri- 
er-Journal of the next morning appeared 
without a single line of editorial, further 
than the mere news notice that on an- 
other column the speech would be found. 
An editorial that appeared in the morning 
after the convention was reproduced, in 
which there was a good deal of gush and 
“Sir Galalrad” business, nly that, and 
nothing more! 

Shoots from Behind a Tree. 

But no, that is a mistake. Like the man 
who strikes from behind, the blow was to 
be found in another place. An editorial 
paragraph stated that “The Louisville An- 
zeiger, the leading democratic German pa- 
per of Kentucky, will not support Mr. Har- 
din for governor. It does not like his con- 
struction of the platform on the money 
question, and says that he will lose the 
German vote.” 

Then followed, under gorgeous headlines, 
six in number, so as to attract the greatest 
possible notice, the editorial in which the 
peculiar democracy of The Louisville An- 
zeiger was set forth, The editorial, thus 
prominently translated and taken from an- 
other paper at midnight of the morning of 
publication, shows the close and intimate 
relations which exigt between the two 
establishments. Paragraphs from the edi- 
torial are as follows: 

“We have asstred Mr, Hardin repeatedly 
and in the strongest language, that the 
German democrats of Louisville are unan- 
imously for honest money, and that they 
will never degrade themselves to vote for 
a follower and accomplice of Blackburn. 
He may now see how he gets along without 
the German vote of Kentucky. The Angei- 
ger is not.going to move a finger to get a 
single German vote for him. If the demo- 
crats of Kentucky do not at the eleventh 
hour nomfmate a new candidate—au man 
who better appreciates the honor of stand- 
ing on a platform that protects the high- 
est interests of the country, The Anzeiger 
will, as far as the position of governor is 
concerned, be a passive looker-on during 
the rest of the campaign. We have not 
yet decided for ourselves which. would be- 
the greater evil—a republican boss or a 
hireling of Joe Blackburn in the capitol at 
Frankfort, Therefore we avoid both evils 
by simply ignoring the governor's elec- 
tion.”’ 

The democacy of a newspaper whose ex- 
ceeding prudence would not permit of print- 
ing the speaking dates of Senator Black- 
burn, and yet, whose keen scent for treason 
to the party led it on a midnight visit to the 
Anzieger office is not easily recognized.

Bugineer Jqhn Welch, Councilman, Badly 
Hurt in a Wreek. 


DASHED INTO A FREIGHT TRAIN 
His ane Was Eadiy Torn Up and the 


Cars Were Vamaged—The Freight 
Train Did Not Flag» 


Engineer John H. Welch, of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and a member of 
the city council of this city, had a miracu- 
lous escape from instant death in a railroad 
collision at Cartersville early yesterday 
morning. Mr. Welch was thrown from his 
engine and badly injured about the hips 
and left leg. He was thrown to the ground 
with such violence that he was made un- 
eonscious and for several minutes it was 
thought that he was fatally injured. 

The colfision occurred a few hundred 
yards beyond the Western and Atlantic 
depot at Cartersville at 5:05 o’clock. Mr. 
Welch was pulling the throttle on a south- 
bound passenger engine and his engine ran 
into the rear end of a freight train which 
was left standing on the main line track. 
His engine struck the freight caboose with 
terrific force and made kindling wood of it. 
The engine was also badly smashed up. 

Mr Welch saw that his engine must 
strike the chhoose and after having re- 
versed his engine and put on back steam 
and did all he could to lower the speed 
of the train, he prepared to jump for his 
life. He was standing on the engine ten- 
der box and was leaning out to lower him- 
self to the lower step and then jump when 
the crash came. The collision was a terri- 
ble one. Mr. Welch was thrown from his 
foot and hand hold on his engine and after 
being smashed aguinst his engine tender’s 
side, he fell to the ground unconscious. 
His fall was a severe one and he sustained 
injuries the extent of which may prove 
more serious than first expected, His body 
about the hips seems .o be in a paralytic 
cenditicn and his left leg is badly bruised 
and injured. 

liad Mr. Welch remained on his seat in 
the cab a moment longer then he did he 
would most certainly have met with instant 
death. The collision literally smashed the 
cab into splinters and he would have been 
crushed by the timbers and machinery. 

Thought the Engineer Killed. 

Mr. Welch and his fireman, C. M. Har- 
well, saw the freight train standing on the 
track and both prepared to juinp. Ffire- 
man Harwell was on the left side of the 
eugine and before the engine struck the 
cuboose he jumped to the ground and 
saved hiruself injury further than a 
bad shaking up caused by his fall. 
He quickly sprang to his feet and began a 
search for Mr. Welch, fully expecting to 
find the engineer beneath the mass of brok- 
en iron and timber, perhaps dead or fatally 
injured. The train hands ran forward, and. 
finding Mr. Welch lyipg by the side of the 
track unconscious, one of them 
was quickly dispatched for a phy- 
cian, Dr. Griftin, of Cartersville, 
responding. Mr. Welch avas pick- 
ed up and given every attention possible. 
He soon regained consciousness and was 
made as comfortable as possible. He was 
brought to Atlanta on his own train yester- 
day morning and carried to his home at 4il 
Luckie street, where he was resting much 
easier at 11 o’clock last nigkt. 

The Freight Hands Blamed, 

The cause of the collision seems to have 
been the failure of the freight trainmen to 
flag the passenger train, which was follow- 
ing the freight train from Chattanooga, The 
freight was pulling into a side track some 
distance beyond the depot in order to let the 
fast passenger train pass it. The freight 
train engineer ran over a switch several 
car lengths and bad stopped preparatory to 
b.cking on the main line and then going 
ahead again on the right side track. Sev- 
eral cars of the rear end of the freight train 
were standing on the main line track when 
the thunderous noise of the swiftly speeding 
passenger train was NWeard ih the distance. 
It seems that a flagman was then sent back 
to flag down the passenger train, but it was 
too late. Before warning could be given 
Engineer Welch and his fireman, his train 
flew around a curve and bore down on the 
freight caboose. With a resolve to stop his 
engine if possible and save the lives of his 
passengers he remained steadfast to his 
duty, and in an instant had the engine re- 
versed and full steam on. Jue speed of the 
locomotive was being rapidly diminished, 
and had been decreased at least one half 
when the crash came. When the engineer 
saw the freight train his engine was run- 
ning at about thirty or thirty-five miles an 
hour, and when the crash came the speed is 
thought to have been at the rate of about 
fifteen miles an hour. 

The Mail Clerks Jumped. 

The caboose of the freight train was 
smashed into litter and its occupants had a 
narrow escape. The mail car of the pas- 
senger was telescoped, and when the pas- 
senger engine stopped the car complete- 
ly covered the tender of the engine. The 
mail clerks in the car suspected that some- 
thing was wrong by the quick reverse mo- 
tion of the train and they ran te the door 
and jumped, landing safely on the ground. 
The passengers on the train and train hands 
escaped with a bad shaking up. 

The Freight Was Late. 

When the track was cleared up the engine 
pulling the freight train replaced the pas- 
senger engine, which was badly wrecked, 
and brought the train to Atlanta several 
hours behind time. The freight train was 
behind time and should fhhave been about 
twenty-five miles this side of Cartersville 
when it was run into at that place, 

Conductor William Hildebrand was in 
charge of the freight train and Engineer 
Charles Price was pulling the throttle for 
him. Conductor John Wyly was in charge 
of the passenger train. The train left Chat- 
tanooga at 2:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
and was due to arrive in Atlanta at 7 
o'clock. It was a through train from Nash- 
ville and is one of the fastest on the road. 

Mr. Welch Taken Home. 

When he arrived in Atlanta Engi

FOUGHT OVER WATERMELONS. 


Brothers-in-Law Fight in Linc®6in 
County—One Is Dead. 
Lincolnton, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—

negroes living on Mr. J. O. Chenault’s 
place near White Plains, in the upper por- 
tion of this county, became involved in a 
difficulty last Thursday over a water- 
melon. ‘When the row was ended Mid 
Parks was committed to jail at this place, 
after a preliminary hearing before Trial 
Justice E. A. Stribling, of the two hundred 
and seventy-ninth' district. Mathews, 
who was in Mr. Chenault’s employ, was 
carrying some watermelons to Mr. Che- 
nault’s house from the patch, as in- 
structed to do by his employer, when he 
met Mid Parks, who is a brother-in-law 
of his. Parks said: “Give me a melon.”’ 
Mathews said: “They aren’t mine; they 
are Marse John’s and he told me to carry 
them home.” Parks said: “I don’t care a 
g—d d—n what your Marse John told you 
to do; I'm going to have one of them.”’ 
He then grabbed him and tried to stop 
him. Parks cut at him with an ax, which 
he had near by, cutting him slightly on 
the face and shoulder. Mathews had by 
this time opened his knife. He ran under 
Parks’s arm, and as he struck the second 
blow the ax went over Mathews’s shoul- 
der and his knife was plunged into his ad- 
versary’s throat, cutting it from ear to 
ear, completely severing the jugular vein 
and causing almost instant death. The 
Mathews negro says that what he did was 
justifiable. Mathews is in jail awaiting 

trial at the October term of court.

ON TO ATLANTA. 


Again It Is Stated That the Georgia 
Midland Will Be Extended. 


SURVEYORS GO TO WORK THIS WEEK. 


At Present the Property is in the Hands 
of a Receiver—The Road’s Fu- 
ture Uncertain.

Columbus, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Midland will be extended from 
McDonough to Atlanta. For the past five 
years the matter of extending the road on 
to Atlanta has been considered by those 
directly interested, and time and again 
rumors have been circulated to the effect 
that the plans for so doing had assumed 
definite shape, but until now no decisive 
steps in that direction have been taken. 

Although Receiver J. F. Flournoy and the 


other officials of the road refuse to dis- 
cuss the matter, it may be safely pre- 
dicted that the extension will be made, 
and that the work will be begun at a very 
early day. A surveying corps, headed by 
Major W. 8S. Green, will leave this c'ty 
next Friday morning for McDonough, the 
present terminus, from which place the 
work of locating the extension will start. 
This survey cannot be regarded as a pre- 
liminary one, because two or three surveys 
between McDonough and Atlanta have 
been made heretofore, but it has the sem- 
blance of practical business and there is 
no doubt but that the actual construction 
will be in operation within a few weeks. 
The news of the intended extension of 
the Georgia Midland has given rise to con- 
siderable speculation regarding the status 
of the road. It has been rumored a num- 
ber of times that the road had been sold. 
So far as that goes there could have been 
no formal sale as the road would have to 
be sold, according to the order of the court, 
from the block, and before that could be 
done the commissioner would give notice 
of the same beforehand and the sale would 
be made in public. It is generally believed 
that the sale has been virtually made and 
that the transfer will take place at the 
proper time. While the courts sometimes 
operate railroads, they never build them, 
and as the Georgia Midland, which is now 
in the hands of one of Uncle Sam’s courts, 
is to be extended the inference is that its 
purchasers, or its prospective purchasers, 
are backing the enterprise. It ‘has been 
conjectured that the Southern will soon 
come fnto control of the Georgia Midland 
and it has been suggested that the Georgia 
and Alabama, formerly the Sam, was de- 
sirous of consolidating with the Georgia 
Midland and Columbus Southern roads.

TRAIN HELD UP BY BANDITS, 


They Blew Open the Express Car with 
Dynamite—A Posse After the Gang. 
Gothenburg, Neb., August 21.—The Union 

Pacific train No. 8, the eastbound overland 

flyer, arrived here at 3.10 o’clock this morn- 

ing with the passengers in a state of great 
excitement, the express car Shattered by 
dynamite and riddled with bullets, and the 
trainmen badly scared. The train was held 
up and robbed by bandits in a cut half 
way between Brady’s Island and this place 
at 1 o’clock this morning, The train was 
delayed about two hours. The robbers flag- 
ged the train and when it stopped they cut 
off the engine and ordered the engineer to 
accompany them to the express car. He 
was ordered to open the car with a crowbar 
but failed. The robbers then exploded sev- 
eral dynamite cartridges against the car 
door, blowing it open and reducing the 
express messenger to submission. The safe 
was also blown open and its contents taken. 

It is not known what booty they secured. 
The robbers, when they took the engineer 

from his engine, left the fireman on board 

unguarded. He took advantage of his lib- 
erty to pull open the throttle and started 
for this place as fast as the engine would 
go. When the bandits saw the locomotive 
disappearing they realized that assistance 
would soon be on hand and they furricd 
along with their work, which was not so 
thorough as it would otherwise have been, 

They undoubtedly overlooked much Valua- 

ble express matter. Upon the arrival of the 

fireman with the engine at this point, a 

posse was hastily organized and returned 

to the scene of the robbery, The road agents 
had disappeared, however, and the train

Says The Philadelphia Press: ‘Private 
Thomas Gill, of the Third artillery, has 
been sentenced to four years’ imprisonment 
for striking Lieutenant Birkhimer. Such a 
sentence is out of all proportion to the 
offense, and is outrageous as t¢ompared 
with the sentence imposed on officers for 
offenses a hundred times more serious. 
Whether cg not Lieutenant Birkhimer is a 
martinet, as he is accused of being by some 
who have served under him, is immaterial, 
The offense of Private Gill, committed un- 
der the influence of Hquor, would be pun- 
ished in a civil court with a five or ten 
days’ imprisonment, In the army a much 
heavier sentence is justifiable, But a four 
years’ sentence is harsh and cruel.”’ 


It is a very difficult but highly inter- 
esting undertaking which a certain M.

Never- 
theless, the idea of viewing at compara- 
tively close range a lunar landscape, even 
if devoid of all signs of life, could not 
fail to prove highly interesting to the gen- 
eral public, It will cost a good round sum 
and call for much skill to embody M. 
Mantois’s plan in actual achievement, but 
that there would be “‘money in it’ few 
will doubt. 


A prominent French physician argues that 
the only way to deal with criminal maniacs 
of a certain tpye is to put them to death. 
He says: “A criminally insane person is 
like a wild animal. and should be destroyed.

One day my father in- 
trusted this man with a valuable medical 
manuscript, which had been lent by the 
Munich library. The clerk was to copy it, 
and we accompanied him to his own door 
in the rue St, Jacques. We had hardly left 
him when we heard a noise, and, returning, 
we found a dead man on the pavement, 
and the clerk in the hands of the police, 
Looking for the manuscript. we found it 
on a stone, where the clerk had placed 
it before he stabbed a harmless passer-by 
to death. Of course, he was again sent to 
the asylum, where, about ten years azo, 
he killed the director. I do not know wheth- 
er he is still alive, but there can be no 
doubt that such people should be put out 
of the world.” 


The New York Tribune says: “Emigration 
to the south was greater last year than 
ever before.

As to Care of Convicts. 

New York, August 18.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I have had ten years’ experience in 
working convicts as superintendent of a 
factory in the employ of contractors at 
Joliet, Ill., seven years, and at Allegheny, 
Pa., over three years, during which time 
I visited for special inquiry the state pen- 
itentiaries of several other states in which 
the contract system prevailed. From this 
experience in working from 100 to 300 con- 
victs and my intimate association with 
eight to twelve foremen, or instructors, 
that I engaged, mainly from other pris- 
ons, and with iong and succegsful previous 
engagements in diredting the labor of 
convicts, I think I am justified in feeling 
that I understand the questions relating 
to the proper care and working of convicts 
in enciosed penitentiaries, and especially 
in regard to ‘the higher objects of correc- 
tional discipline of convicts in the interest 
of the state through his individuality. If 
revenge is*the object to be attained by 
the conviction of criminals, and punish- 
ment the only end in view, then the best 
features of the modern prisons are useless. 
Every prisoner sentenced for a definite 
term looks forward to the time of his dis- 
charge with expectations proportioned 
largely by his conditions as a convict. If 
his time and labor are so utilized as to dis- 
qualify him for self-maintenance on his 
being discharged from prison, or if his 
time and labor is so directed as to give 
hope of being more useful to himself and 
Others at the end of Jis serviitude, there 
is on the one hand a great probability of 
his return to prison life through further 
crimes; on the other hand a chance of de- 
veloping a better citizen, a help to society 
instead of a. curse, i 

Rewards and punishments properly ap- 
portioned are essential in a penitentiary, 
but in those most successful in results re- 
wards are held in the foreground and pun- 
ishments are not brutal. Flogging is not 
tolerated and the most frequent punish- 
ment is the withdrawal of rewards, even 
the term of imprisonment being shortened 
as a reward for good conduct, and over- 
work payments are made proportioned to 
the cost of a day’s work task, founded on 
@ moderate resuit for an average man to 
accomplish in six to seven hours; six 
hours in eight-hour per day’s work, and 
seven hours where they work prisoners 
ten hours. I have paid out for such over- 
work over $1,500 in a month in the factory, 
averaging eight hours r day the year 
round, viz: Seven and a half hours in win- 
ter and eight and a half in summer. One 
convict, a large negro, received $20 to 
$25 per month for work done as over his 
task, but within the regular hours of work, 
thus making a great distinction between 
working over hours and working over- 
fast. The value of becoming quick at 
work was strikingly illustrated in this 
case, as the negro became @ell known to 
the trade and has earned¥ exceptionally 
high wages since his dischagfe as a rapid 
expert in operating machinery used in the 
trade he worked at, and what is better 
still, he invested his savings in payments 
for a nice homestead and its comfortable 
and neat furnishing for his wife and fam- 
ily, he being employed by parties that 
knew his history as a convict. This case 
is not the only one of the kind that the 
chaplains and wardens of such penitentia- 
ries can refer to, 

Which is best for society, the brutaliz- 
ing of men and boys, or making decent 
men out of brutes—trampling down or lift- 
ing up? In regard to the cost to the state: 
oe not turn this maitter over to such a 
noble committee or commission as you had 
for the building of your magnificent state- 
house and give them discretionary power 
to act and funds enough to accomplish the 
end? Such a committee would astonish 
the state by a refund of a portion of a rea- 
sonable allowance, as the statehouse com- 
mission did in refunding an unexpended 
balance, and the work handsomely fin- 
ished.

SHHET WILL ORGANIZE THEMSBLYES 


And Will Have Their : Headquarters 
in Atlanta, It Is Said. 


THIS BRINGS ON MORE TROUBLE 


There Will Be a Meeting Very Soon To 
Start the Plans for Reorgan- 
ization. 


Just as was predicted in the columns of 
The Constitution several days ago, there 
has come a great break in the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, and 
it is now @pparent that trouble and plenty 
of it is starting the railroad magnates who 
have sought to heal old wounds in the 


face. 

The western lines, meaning the roads 
that lead from Atlanta to the northwest, 
have pulled out of the association and the 
new organization is composed solely of 
eastern lines, meaning the roads which 
lead from Atlanta towards the market 
centers of the northeast. 

The outcome will be that two railroad 
associations will be formed—one for the 
western lines’ and one for the eastern— 
and they will join their rate agreements 
at Atlanta as a central point just as the 
southern roads now join with the lines of 
the Ohio River Association at the river 


points. 
This is vouched for by prominent rail- 


road men. 

It is corroborated by the fact that the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, in- 
cluding its leased line, the Western and 
Atlantic, the Louisville and Nashville, the 
Mobile and Ohio, the Illinois Central and 
al the other roads of the western territory 
of ‘the old asseciation has declined to en- 
ter the new Southern States Freight As- 
sociation, recently formed in New York at 


the meeting there. 

Following is a Mst of those lines which 
have signed the agreement, and it will 
be seen that they are all eastern lines, 
except the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 


Texas Pacific: 

Wilmington and Weldon railway, Atlanta 
and West Point railway, Western Railway 
of Alabama, Central railroad of Georgia, 


Savannah and Western railway, Ocean 
Steamship Company, Southern railway, 
Norfolk and Western railway, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific railway, 
Alabama Great Southern railway, Sea- 
board Air-Line, Columbus Southern rail- 
way, Merchants and Miners’ Transporta- 
tion Company, Oia Dominion Steamship 
Company, Alabama Midland railway, 
Brunswick and Western railway, Savan- 
nah, Florida ang Western railway and 
Charleston and Savannah railway. 

It is stated by a prominent railroad man 
in a position to be advised of the inside 
workings of the mew movement that the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific will pull out of the new organization 
recently formed at the Waldorf, New 
York, when it is found that the Louisville 
and Nashville, its deadly rival, and all 
the other rival lines “have refused to enter 
the new association. 

This will make the thing complete and 
prepare the way for a perfect combina- 
tion of the lines leading from Atlanta and 
the southern region of country to the 
Ohio river points. 

There seems to be no doubt of the for- 
mation of another association. 

The roads to the west out of Atlanta 
cannot afford to be without some organi- 
zation any more than the roads leading 
to the east could have done it. 

‘There is really more need for a western 
association than for an eastern. 

“I have received information which I 
know is straight,” says a railway official, 
“to the effect that Colonel J. W. Thomas, 
who was vice president of the old Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, did 
net even attend the last meeting in New 
York, which was held at the Waldorf. He 
has refused to sign the new agreement and 
on Louisville and Nashville did the same 

ing. 

A Pretty Howdy-Do. 

“This brings on a pretty mess, and there 
Seems to be no end t6 the trouble that is 
brewing, unless a western association can 
be promptly organized to take charge of 
this situation and prevent a rate war or 
general demoralization among the roads 
extending to the Ohio river. 

“I have heard from high authority that 
the roads will have a meeting of their 
representatives in the near future and start 
a plan for the organization of a new asso- 
ciation for their common interest and pro- 
tection. 

“I am told that the Georgia Pacific, ex- 
tending to the Mississippi, will be in this 
western association, which seems strange 
enough when it is considered that the Geor- 
Sia Pacific (s at present a part of the 
Southern system, and the Southern has 
joined the eastern association. 

“If this be true, the Southern will have 
half of its system in one association and 
half in the other. This would be a strange 
mixture of interests, particularly if the 
two associations ever should get at war 
With each other. 

“But such is the information I have re- 
ceived and I have it pretty straight.” 

As to the Cause. 


While it is not known, it i¢ thought by a 
great many local railroad men who have 
Studied the situation that the cause of 
the western roads pulling of the agreement 
was due to certain rungs of the old as- 
Sociation in regard to resacking privileges. 

In the shipment of grain, for instance, 
it was formerly a privilege of the buyer in 
Atlanta to bring oats in carload lots here 
and then resack the oats here and send the 
freight on to their trade around Atlanta 
in nhelghboring towns at the same rate of 
the original shipment. 

This is called sacking in transit, or re- 
Sacking, since it. was formerly allowed an 
Atlanta shipper to change the sacks of 
flour here but continue to ship the flour at 
the same rate {it was billed at in the form- 
er sacks. 

It is said the Western and Atlantic and 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis have 
for a long time been raising strong opposi- 
tion to this ruling. There was a general 
War almost ready to burst anyhow among 
the western lines, it is thought. 

If the western lines form an association

COME FROM FLORIDA! 


More Than a Thonsand Excursionists 
from the. Land of Flowers, 


HUNDREDS SAY THEY WILL NOT RETURN 


Many Were Offering Their Return Tickets 
for Sale—Interesting Gossip Among 
the Excursionists. 


Perhaps the greatest excursion from a 
long distance ever brought to Atlanta was 
that which came from away down in 
Florida. 

A especial train of twelve cars came in 
over the Georgia Bouthern and Florida 
and the Central of Georgia, arriving over 
the last named road in this city at 10 
o'clock Tuesday. There wefe also three or 
four extra cars on the regular train which 
arrived about the same hour. 

The excursion party numbered more than 
1,000 people. 

They came for the most part from Flor- 
ida points, having been brought together 
from all the Florida towns and region of 
country touched by the Georgia Southern 
and Florida. 

General Passenger Agent G. A. Mace 
Donald, of that road, was in charge of the 
excursion looking after the comfort of 
his guests. 

They spent yesterday in Atlanta and the 
train is booked to leave on the return trip 
today. 

The dapot was completely crowded with 
the Floridians when the two trains arrived, 
and it was quite sufficient to give a fore 
taste of exposithbon experiences in that lo- 
cality to have the station so packed with 
people. 

It did not take long, however, for them 
to disperse, going in various directions to 
find lodging at the hotels and boarding 
houses. 

The day was spent by the excursionists 
visiting the exposition grounds and various 
points of interest. 

They all loudly complimented the Geor- 
gia Southern ard Florida and the Central 
of Georgia for the excellent handling of 
the crowds and seemed to feel glad that 
the roads had offered them so0 cheap a 
rate as enabled so many to come to At- 
= for a day of two of rest and recrea- 
tion, 

One of Them Talks. 

“Yes, we are all Floridians, and of the 
800 who came to Atlanta on the excursion 
which reached here Tuesday morning, 
fully 500 will not go back.”’ 

The speaker was Hon. Nat Rhea, who 
has, for two years, been spending his 
winters in Florida, but whose home is in 
western Tennessee. He came up on the 
excursion and the statement concerning 
the non-return of the great majority of 
the excursionists, was confirmed by others 
who were with him. 

“The people outside of Florida cannot 
conceive of the terrible damage done by 
the freeze of last winter,” he said by way 
of explanation. “You have heard of Flor- 
ida freezes and the way they have killed 
the orange crop before, but never in the 
memory of man has there been anything 
like the damage done that was done by 
this last winter’s freeze. Under the most 
favorable conditions it will be fifteen years 
before the orchards of Florida are in as 
good condition as they were when that 
terrible visitation came. To tell you that 
the trees were «Killed does not begin to ex- 
press it. Men who had been worth thou- 
sands of dollars; men who reckoned there 
orange properties as fortunes, for they had 
proved to be that; men who had spent 
years in developing these properties, found 
everything they had swept away. If every 
house in Florida had been burned to the 
ground the damage would not have been 
as great as was the destruction from that 
freeze.”’ 

“Where are these people going?’ 

“Well, they are going somewhére else 
than Florida—going to try to pick out a 
living in some other part of the country. 
Of course some of them have friends and 
relatives elsewhere and perhaps have some 
property; but the big majority of them 
will have to begin life all over again. As 
for myself I am on my way back to my 
Tennessee home. I have had simply a little 
winter place in Florida and had made no 
investment to amount to anything there.” 

Mr. Rhea is very enthusiastic over the 
climate of middle Florida, where he has 
been. “If you want to live forever,’’ says 
he, “there is the place to go. I was 
talking to an old fellow a couple of days 
ago who told me that forty years ago he 
went. down there to die of consumption. 
He is now Wl years old and, laughing 
about it the other, said he presumed he 
would have to go back to Georgia to die. 
He was not, however, very anxious to 
die.”’ 

Mr. Rhea is a very well-known figure in 
Tennessee politics. He was, in its palmy 
days, president of the Tennessee Alliance, 
and is a man who has figured prominently 
in the affairs of his state for a number of 
years. Speaking of the poltical situation 
he said: 

“The Constitution is just right when it 
says that the people of the south are for 
the restoration of silver. However much 
the goldbugs may try to minimize the 
strength of the silver movement, and 
however much they may try to create the 
impression ..at what they call a ‘craze’ 
is dying out, the fact remains that the 
people of the south are more enthusiastic 
in the cause of silver restoration than 
they have ever been on any political ques- 
tion.

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A Chance for Free Tuition for Would- 
Be Doctors. 


THE GOVERNOR CAN NAME TWENTY BOYS 


Who Will Recosive Benefits Under an Old 
Act—Other News irom the Capitol. 
A New Atlanta Corporation. 


Young Georgians who have desired the 
benefits of medical education ahd who 
have not had the necessary money to 8e- 
eure the tuition have been sleeping over 
their chances. 

And the governors of Georgia have been 
sleeping over chances: to make @ number 
of young hearts happy. 

The discovery was made in the executive 
department yesterday, and came about as 
the result of a letter from a prominent 
young lawyer of Clinch county. The writer 
was Hon. R. G. Dickerson, of Homerville, 
and his letter was one of inquiry as to 
whether the governor had the appointment 
of young men to be students at a medical 
college. 

When Major Warren first read the letter 
his inclination was to reply in the nega- 
tive, but an investigation of the facts 
showed tthat for nearly thirty-five years 
the governor has had the right to name 
twenty young men each year for free tui- 
tion at the Augusta Medical college, which 
is a branch of the State university. 

In 1860 tthe legislature appropriated $10,000 
to this medical college. It was provided 
in the act of appropriation that the said 
medical college “shall annually from this 
time henceforth as long as they shall 
keep said sum, instruct, matriculate, lec- 
ture and graduate twenty young men in 
Georgia who may be unable to pay their 
expenses, to be selected by the governor 
of the state, two from each congressional 
district and four from the state at large.” 

Major Warren pursued his investigation 
further and found that the college got the 
money in accordance with this contract. 
Whether any young men were appointed 
to 'these places or not it is impossible from 
the records in the executive department 
to ascertain, or rather if the records s0 
state the search which has been made has 
failed to reveal the fact. 

“So far as my recollection goes,” said 
Major Warren, in discussing the subject 
yesterday, “‘there have been no appoint- 
ments in pursuance of this act. At least 
if there have been I have forgotten it. I 
believe that perhaps in Governor McDan- 
iel’s time there was an appointment of 
this kind made, but I know the matter of 
appointment has been overlooked by the 
would-be doctors, as well as by the gov- 
ernors.”’ 

So needy young men who would like to 
be doctors will have an opportunity here- 
after of receiving this much assistance 
from the state. 

Will Remain in Georgia. 

Henry Wilson will remain in Georgia to 
serve a ‘twelve-months’ sentence for pur- 
loining another man’s hogs. Henry has 
also been going under the name of Isaiah, 
and over in Alabama he was arrested for 
attempting to appropriate a cow that did 
not belong to him.

pending the execution of the warrant for 
his delivery.

A charter has been granted by the sec- 
retary of state for a new life insurance 
company for Atlanta.

A Mistrial in the Dickey Case Yesterday 
Before Judge Westmoreland. 


COURT ADJOURNED UNTIL SEPTEMBER 


Judge Westmoreland Will Remain on the | 
Bench Until His Successor Is 
Biected—Other Court News. 
4 


Yesterday afternoon before Judge West- 
moreland, of the criminal branch of the 
city court, Rube Dickey, a young white 
man, was tried for carrying concealed weap- 
ons. The trial occupied the entire morning 
session, and the evidence was lengthy. Af- 
ter the jury had been out some time they 
announced that they could not agree and 
the case resulted ¢(n a mistrial. 

The evidence showed that Dickey, while 
under the influence of beer, created quite 
a disturbance at the Mount Gilead camp 
grounds about a week ago. It was stated 
that Dickey carried several bottle of beer 
to the grounds, and after he had imbibed 
quite a lot of it became botsterous and tak- 
ing a pistol from his pocket, flourished the 
weapon about in a dangerous manner, The 
eight of the weapon in his hands created 
intense excitement and the grounds were 
soon deserted. The case will be heard 
again in September. . 

Other minor offenders were tried during 
the day, after which the court adjourned 
until the first Monday in September. Judge 
Westmoreland will hear motions this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. 

The work that has been accomplished by 
the court this session has amounted to a 
great deal. Many indictments have been 
placed in the court from the grand jury, 
and among this number were several gam- 
ing cases. It is probable that the case of 
the state against Howard Pattillo was the 
most interesting one that has been heard. 
Pattillo was charged with gaming, and the 
Officers claimed that he had staked money 
on the game. It was in this case and just 
after the jury had retired that Judge West- 
moreland announced that he thought it was 
a violation of law for a party of friends 
to play a game of pool when it was under- 
stood that the loser was to pay for the 
game. At the same time the judge stated 
that it was gaming, in his opinion, for the 
game to be played when prizes were offered 
for the best player. Speaking of the case 
yesterday, Solicitor Thomas said: | 

“Pattillo was charged with playing pool 
and betting on the game. He placed money 
on the result of the game, and he was not 
tried simply because he played and lost and 
then paid for the game. He staked $5 on 
three games, making a stake of $15. He 
was playing at the time with California 
Charley. The indictment against Pattillo 
was found by the grand jury about six 
weeks ago. The grand jury at the same 
t?me found more than twenty true bills for 
betting on pool. The indictment was not 
found against parties who played pool and 
paid because they lost, but because they 
actually staked money on the result of the 
game. When the indictments were found 
they were turned over to the city court by 
Solicitor Hill, and were tried. It developed

President Hurt Says That Cars Will Be 
Run Direct trom All Principal 
Streets of the City. 


Ten cents to the exposition grounds. A 
siick, shining dime from the pocket of the 
visitor who wishes to see the show—that is 
what the Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
road Company will demand in the days of 
the mighty rush. 

This was decided upon yesterday morn- 
ing. The directors of the company were 
in session when the question of rates to 
the grounds was brought up and the propo- 
Sition of President Hurt to charge 10 cents 
was approved unanimously. 

All of the directors were present at the 
Session and it was thought the vital ques- 
tion as to who will be the successor of 
President Joel Hurt would be taken up, 
but the consideration of this subject was 
waived and it will be several months be- 
fore it is determined. 

For some time it has been generally yn- 
derstood that the Consolidated intended 
charging a rate of 10 cents to the grounds 
during the exposition. This was the fare 
agreed upon by Mr. Hurt and Mr. Wood- 
ruff, his assistant and germral manager, 
but it was said that some of the directors 
would oppose this fare and charge that it 
was exorbitant. They raised no obection, 
though, and the matter passed quietly by. 

The arrangement of the Consolidated 
during the exposition will be most compli- 
cated. President Hurt says that cars will 
he run direct to the exposition grounds 
from every part of the dity. 

They say that the Consolidated will care 
for the crowds better than they have been 
looked after during all former expositions, 
hence the increase of fare. They say that 
there will be booths at the grounds where 
those who wish to take certain cars will 
be stationed, thus avoiding all confusion. 
Cars will be run from all the principal 
Streets to the grounds direct, so it is 
claimed by President Hurt and his assist- 
ant, General Manager Woodruff. 

All these conveniences induce the officers 
to increase the fare. 

Mr. Hurt Talks. 

“It has been our intention for some time,” 
said Mr. Hurt last night, ‘“‘to charge double 
rate during the exposition. Excellent ser- 
vice will be given. There has never been 
an exposition before where there was less 
confusion than will be at the Atlanta show. 
All our schedules will be fixed. . From all 
the principal points in the city the cars 
will be run straight to the exposition 
grounds. No, there will be no transfers. 
There will be no need for any. 

“The rate that we have decided upon is 
reasonable, compared with what we are 
going. to do for the public. Out at the 
grounds there will be stands where those 
desiring to go to certain parts of the city 
can gather. Everybody can be easily ac- 
commiodated.’’

“The attorney general of the state,” said 
Solicitor Thomas yesterday, “has advised 
the governor that he having made an ap- 
pointment of a judge of the criminal court 
when the legislature was #n session and 
that appointment not having been finally 
acted upon, that pending the recess of the 
legislature he, the governor, could not ap- 
point to the same office to the interreg- 
num after the term of Judgé Westmoreland 
expires and unt] his successor is appointed 
and confirmed.

Chicago, August 21.—Wheat was nervous 
and heavy today.

TO PRESENT AN OPERA. 


“The Patriots” Will Receive Its First 

Presentaiion in Atianta. 
It is definitely settled that “The Patriots’ 
will be given its first public representation 
in Atlanta. This was decided yesterday 
afteraoon when Mr. Adler signed a con- 
tract with Mr. DeGive for the Columbia 
from November 2lst to December 22d. This 
morning Mr. Adier will leave Atlanta for 
New York to confer with Messrs. Klaw & 
Erlanger, the famous theatrical booking 
men, who have undertaken to organize the 
Patriots Opera Company. 

“It is my purpose,” said Mr. Adler, ‘“‘to 
procure, regardiess of expense, a perfectly 
equipped company for the production of my 
opera. Of course my pride and hopes are 
centered on its success, and I shall be very 
particular in selecting my péople. The 
company will be a large and expensive one, 
embracing some ten or twelve principals, a 
chorus of not less than thirty-six and a 
thoroughly trained orchestra of some 
twenty-odd instrumentalists. The costumes 
will be new and gorgeous, and magnificent 
scenery will be painted expressly for the 
opera. It will be superbly staged. In fact, 
it will be produced on as magn.ficent a 
scale as possible.’”’ 

During his stay in Atlanta Mr. Adler met 
many of the local musfcians, to ‘whom he 
showed the libretto and music of “The Pa- 
triots.”” They all declare that the work is 
one of exceptional merit and predict for 
it a long and successful run. Mre Adler 
is not only a musician of extraordinary 
ability, 
a cultured gentleman. 

The preduction of ‘The 
cost, it 1s estimated, $15,000. 

An impromptu Lttle musicale took place 
yesterday morning, when Mr. I. M. Mayer, 
in the presence of Mr. Adler, Mrs. Little- 
ton and several other ladies, together with 
three or four of Atlanta’s best musicians 
and most capable critics, played over the 
entire opera on the piano. As the pianist 
proceeded Mr. Adler explained the work 
and read copious extracts from the libretto. 
All present were completely fascinated by 
the music and charmed with the words. 
The verdict was that it is a most pictur- 
esque and interesting opera, superior to 
the best productions of Arthur Sullivan. 

“The Patriots” is really the pioneer 
American opera. It is a patriotic and ro- 
mantic opera in tkree acts and is replete 
with bright, catchy music. The librettist is 
William Carter, of Ohio, and his work is 
masterly. The opera deals exclusively with 
the colonial era and is historically faithful. 
The aim of the librettist is to stimulate pa- 
triotism, and to accomplish this he has typ- 
ified the sentiment of the common people.

VIEWING THE VALKYRIE. 


Speculating on the Chances of the 
British Taking the Cup Home. 
New York, August 21.—Valxyrie’s lines 
were exposed to the gaze of the American 
public today and from early morning until 
dark crowds thronged the Boston dry dock 
at Erie Basin and speculated as to the 
chances of the British boat taking away 
the cup. The observers found many things 
to surprise them, and pretty nearly every 
one went away with a better opinion o%4 
British cleverness and an increased respect 
for Watson as a designer, than they had 
when they came. A great many yachts- 
men expressed the opinion that the De- 
fender will have no walk-over. The air 
of confidence of all on board the British 
boat made more or less of an impression 
on the American crowd and the talk of 
weakness shown by the Defender in yes- 

terday’s race was not without effect. 

Scaffoldings were rigged at her sides and 
a gang of men began scraping and burning 
away the white paint on her sides and the 
patent enamel paint of her own body. The 
lower part of the fin keel where the lead 
ballast is located is sheathed with copper, 
but her underbody above is not plated, nor 
will it be. It is planked over the steel 
frames, and the planking will be coated 
with a composition of black enamel similar 
to pot iead. This black coating will be 
continued up to her rail, and the white 
Valkyrie which left Scotland three weeks 
ago will become a black Valkyrie while 
she races for the American cup. 

Like the Defender and Vigilant, the Val- 
kyrie III is more of a racing machine than 
she is a boat—in the general acceptance of 
the term. She resembles the American 
more than the English ideas in her de- 
sign. She is as far removed from the 
English cutter as the Defender is from 
the American center-board type. The Eng- 
lish boat hasa fin keel similar to the De- 
fender’s and a breadth of beam that sug- 
gests of the Vigilant. It is plain that De- 
signer Watscn hes taken American ideas as 
shown in the Vigilant, Navahoe and Jubilee, 
and carried them out in some respect fur- 
ther than has been done on this side. The 
shape of the bow is almost that of the De- 
fender’s, but with a trifle more curve. The 
stern is cut away more than any of our 
boats and has a greater overhang than 
the Defender. The underbody forward tum- 
bles in at a well defined space from the 
water line and is cut away more than the 
Defender or Vigilant. The keel is not 
rocket shaped like the Defender’s, but has a 
decided pitch aft and the bulb which the 


‘Defender carries at the bottom is missing. 


The make of the rudder post is about the 
Same as the Defender’s. Valkyrie’s draft is 
said by dockmen to be between nineteen 
and twenty feet, and greater than the De- 
fender’s. Her beam is very close to twenty- 
six feet, or a little more than the Vigilant’s, 
and some three feet more than the De- 
fer.der’s. There is an easy turn in the 
bilges, where the Vigilant and the De- 
fender have strong lines. The dead rise 
Shows about the same angle as the Vigi- 
lant’s and is more abrupt than the Defend- 
er’s. This makes her apper body suggest the 
centerboard model and the amount of 
deadwood in the keel carries out the idea 
that space is reserved for a centerboard. 
The rough planking of the Valkyrie’s bot- 
tom is a decided contrast to the bronze 
hulls of the American boats. Workmen 
were busy on the hull almost all day. 
The narrow strip of wood which served as 
a bulwark on the ocean voyage was re- 
moved and the sailor lads will have noth- 
ing to cling to on deck. 

Mr. Kersey said that the yacht would 
remain in the dock until Monday and will 
then be floated and go to the Horseshoe, 
where she will anchor. Her sails will not 
be bent until she leaves the dock. 

The spars and rigging of the Valkyrie 
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ized steel, octagonal in shape, and looks 
more like a pillar for an elevated railroad 
than a spar for a yacht. It is the ugliest 
looking thing on board of the Valkyrie, 
but at the same time it may prove to be 
of great value. Its weight is said to be 
far less than a solid pine boom, and in- 
stead of buckling downward, as did the 
Defender’s hollow wooden boom yester- 
day, it has a slight upward curve to coun- 
teract a tefdency to sag. Its length, as 
near as can be judged without using a 
tape line on it, is 106 feet. It projects aft 
of the stern fully twenty-five feet. Stand- 
ing on the dock and looking at the dis- 
tance between the end of the boom and 
the tip.of the jibboom and at the altitude 
of the topmast, the amount of sail spread 
to be carried seems enormous. That she 
will have more canvas than the Defender 
seems certain. Whéther she will carry it 
or not remains to be seen. Her breadth 
of beam and the eighty-seven tons of lead 
in her keel may enable her to stand up 
under it, but it will not be at all surpris- 
ing if the reports cabied from the other 
side that she is tender are confirmed.

THE DEFENDER’S CONDITION. 


Captain Haff Won't Talk About the 
Injuries Sustained Here. 

New Rochelle, N. Y., August 21.—The 
yacht Defender left her moorings off Pre- 
mium point at 11:03 o’clock this, morning 
and sailed for Bristol. A northwest wind 
blew at the rate of twenty miles an hour, 
and the yacht sailed under reefed mainsail 
and jib. Her tender, the Hattie Palmer, 
with extra sails and spars on board taken 
from Echo island, which is owned by C. 
Oliver Iselin, left for Bristol at 10:30 o'clock, 
Captain Haff was even more reticent than 
usual this morning, and refused to give any 
information as regarding injuries sustain- 
ed by the yacht in yesterday’s race It is 
rumored in yachting circles here that the 
injuries sustained were not as given out 
yesterday to the. rigging, but that that it 
is the hull of the yacht that was strained. 
Captain Haff was extremely grim, and the 
crew looked very serious this morning, It 
was plainly to be seen that something 
more serious than the strain of the rigging 
was the cause. Captain Haff said the yacht 
wowd remain at Bristol .untél Sunday 
anyhow, but would vouchsafe no more in- 
formation as to the nature of the trouble. 
Mr. and Mrs. Iselin and Herbert C. Leeds 
sailed in the yacht, and will remain with 
her while away, Yachtsmen here do not 
attempt to hide their disappointment at the 
yacht’s work, :

McNULTY FORGED CHECKS. 


He Will Be Taken to Chattanooga To 
Answer the Charge. 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 21.—A special 
to The Times-Union from Tampa, Fila., 
says: , 

“Hugh S. McNulty, the young swell who 
was arrested here by Chief Timmerman 
Sunday for forgery, was turned over to 
Chief of Police F. W. Hill, of Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn., who arrived in this city this 
morning. Chief Hill paid over the reward 
of $100 which was Qffered for the arrest 
of McNulty. The crime for which Mc- 
Nulty was arrested is the forging of five 
ghecks on Mr. Drewry, a Chattanooga in- 
surance man by whom he was employed. 
The checks were for $25 each, with the 
exoeption of one, which was for $50. These 
checks were worked off by McNulty as he 
roamed around the country, in Chattanoo- 
ga, Memphis, Braokhaven, Miss., Moss 
Point, Miss., ang Mobile. Chief Hill says 
that over $800 has been spent in hunting 
McNulty down. The money was furnished 
by Mr. Drewry and the Mountain City 
Club, a swell Chattanooga organization, 
which McNulty succeeded in soaking . for 
a considerable sum in drinks and game 
suppers. Chief Hill left with his prisoner 
in charge tonight for Chattanooga. 

McNuity appears to be very dejected 
and Chief Hill expressed fear that he 
might attempt suicide. Young McNulty 
is well connected in Georgia. He has a 
brother who holds a responsible position 
in Macon. His downfall is due to fast liv- 
ing on a $1,200 salary. 


THE HONOLULU CABLE. 


Spalding Gets the Franchise from the 
Hawalian Government. 

San Francisco, August 21.—(Correspond- 
ence of the United Press per Steamship 
Australia, Honolulu, August 14.)—On the 
12th the executive laid before both houses 
of the legislature the expected contract 
made with Z. 8. Spalding to grant a subsidy 
and exclusive franchise in return for laying 
and operating a cable from San ancisco 
to Honolulu. The only material change was 
a reduction of the annual subsidy from 
$50,000 to $40,000. Only one senator made a 
decided opposition to the concessions grant- 
ed. The senate appointed a committee to 
confer with the Chamber of Commerce and 
ascertain the views of the merchants. The 
conference was held on the morning of the 
13th, lasting nearly two hours. Vigorous op- 
position to the concessions w made by 
Messrs. Lowrey and Swansey. veral oth- 
ers earnestly favored them. Mr. Thurston, 
Spalding’s attorney, made a very effective 
statement for the concessions, The cham- 
ber voted 20 to 3 in favor of ratification by 
the legislature of the contract. 

In the afternoon the senate passed the 
joint resolution ratifying the contract of the 
government with Spalding, only one senator 
dissenting. The representatives followed 
also with a similar vote. Sear ee 
* Colonel Spalding has secured a fully rat- 
ified contract with Hawaii and is ready to 
apply to the coming session of congress for 
needed aid. A general sentiment is express- 
ed that he may succeed. ° 

Minister Hatch communicated the fact 
that the British government has mude 
known its opinion that the late trials by the 
military comtmission were lawful and that 
the commission was a valid tribunal and 
fully within the powers of this government, 
who regard this formal conclusion of the 
British government of high importance. 

That government has also communicated 
its opinion that the evidence upon which 
Colonel Volney V. Ashford was convicted 
by the military commission was insufficient 
and has asked that the sentence may be 
cancelled. This government will take that 
request into careful consideration. Ashford 


P was conditionally pardoned and sent™out of 


the country some months ago on account of 
his health. Minister Hatch especially de- 
sired to have it stated that this government 
approves the whole course of the British 
government in these cases as having been 
just and considerate, 

It is further learned that the British gov- 
ernment declines to interfere in behalf of 
John Stone, the ex-secret service man ban- 
ished summarily with Cranston. 


DIED AT THE HOSPITAL YESTERDAY, 


Robert Jones, Colored, Attempted To Ena- 
ter Bernard’s Saloon and Was Shot 
and Mortally W vunded. 


Robert Jones, the negro who attempted 
to burglarize tle saloon of Emile Bernard 
at 152 Elliott street about 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning and got shot for his trouble, 
died at the Grady hospital at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The negro never regain- 
ed consciousness during the day, and his 
death was momentarily expected. 

An account of ‘tthe attempt of Jones to 
enter Bernard's place and the result ap- 
peared in yesterday’s Constitution. Jones 
was seen and heard at a rear window of 
the place endavoring to get inside by Ber- 
nard, The latter was sleeping in the house, 
and grabbed his pistol and fired at the negro 
through the window. The bullet struck 
Jones in the abdomen, and he fell to the 
ground mortally wounded. 

Bernard heard the cries of the man and 
knew that he had not missed his mark, 
He quickly gave the alarm, and the police 
responded and took charge of the would- 
be burglar. The negro was picked up and 
sent to the Grady hospital in the ambu- 
lance, where he was given medical and 
surgical attention. When questioned by 
Detective Conn shortly after arriving at 
the h®@spital, Jones admitted that he had 
burglarized several houses in the vicinity 
of Bernard’s saloon previous to his at- 
tempt to get in the bar. 

Jones appeared to be a desperate negro, 
He claimed that: he came to Atlanta three 
days ago from Greenville, 8. C., where 
he said that he lived for several years. 
He was about twenty years old, and was 
dark brown in color. Several burglartes 
were reported to the police yesterday morn- 
ing, and some stolen goods were recovered 
from the negro which were. identifiéd by 
the owners living near the saloon. 

Bernard sleeps in a room immediately in 
the rear of his saloon, which fronts Mag- 
nolia street. He was awakened by the at- 
tempt of Jones to break the iron bars off 
the window, He got his pistol from under 
his head and fired. The noise of the pis- 
tol and the cries of_the negro awoke the 
neighborhood, and in a short time several 
dogen people collected at the place. The 
scene was a weird one, the sight of a 
groaning and mortally wounded negro bur- 
glar stretched upon the ground at the spot 
where he was in the act of committing his 
crime, being an unusual one, The first 
streaks of day added to the weirdness of 
the strange sight. 

Coroner Paden was notified of the death 
of the negro late yesterday afternoon and 


the hospital to David Howard’s undertak- 
ing establishment. An inquest will be held 
at the latter place at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The jury will doubtless reach a verdict 
of justifiable homicide, and it is not likely 
that Bernard, who shot the negro, will be 
arrested at all. The officers say that he 
was justified in and had a right to shoot 
the negro under the circumstances, 
Detective Conn and Officers Holcomb 
and Sigman responded to the call for po- 
lice, and they arrested Jones and set him 
to the hospital. ; 


THE ASYLUM IS CROWDED. 


And Mrs. Gronah, Recently Adjudged 
Insane, Cannot Be Accommodated. 


Mrs. Mary BD. Gronah, recently adjudg- 
ed insane before Ordinary Calhoun, is still 
in the city, and will have to remain in the 
care of her daughter, Mrs. Bost, until room 
is made for her in the asylum. 

Mrs. Gronah 4s seventy-six years of age, 
and has been in a demented condition for 
several months, Superintendent Powell, of 
the asylum, has written that the crowded 
condition of the asylum cdémpels him to 
refuse her application, and she must wait 
until room is made for her. 

Mrs. Bost is indignant at the reports that 
have been published in which she has been 
quoted as saying’that she was anxious that 
her mother be taken away in order the 
room in which she is confined may be used 
for the accommodation of guests, She was 
seen yesterday and stated that her mother 
was more than welcome at her home, and 
that she should remain just as long as it 
was necessary, She said that the only 
reason that had prompted her to ‘nake ap- 
plication for her tv the asylum authorities 
was that she hoped that her mother cculd 
be benefited while under the care of the 
physicians of that institution,

"ells What, the Negro Exnibit Will Show 
+ ‘al the Exposition 


BEING ASSIGNED 


Secretary Lewis Has Obarge of Thig 
Branch of the Work—Full Re- 
view of the Work. 


The exhibit of the negro in the exposi- 
tion will be an important one, and from 
the activity manifested by members of the 
race all through the country their repre- 
sentation will be one of the most promi- 
nent on the grounds, 

On account of the prominence gained by 
the placing of the exhibit, and the efforts 
made by the many prominent members of 
the race, the interest of the entire negro 
population of this country has been awak- 
ened, and from the following interview 
with the commissioner general, I, Gar- 
land Penn, it would seem that they are 
making strenuous efforts to outdo them- 
selves in the arrangement of the exhibits, 

“During the past week,” said Commis- 
sioner Penn, “General J. R. Lewis, with 
a committee from the Georgia state board, 
composed of Professor W. H. Crogman, 
Colonel F. H. Crumbly and Rev, E. W. 
Lee, have been busy assigning space in 
the colored building. 

“The magnificent literary and industrial 
exhibit as outlined in Sunday’s Constitution 
of July 2th by me in response to your 
request is now a matter of record in the 
Secretary's office. There is more speculation 
as to whether it will be at the the exposi- 
tion or whether we will show up well. The 
Space has been allotted, and our people 
are getting ready to come with the ar- 
ticles. The states of Georgia, Alabama, 
South Carolina, Florida, Virginia and the 
District of COlumbia are leading, with Tex- 
as, Arkansas, North Carolina, Louisiana, 
Mississippi at their heels, and what a few 
more deliveries of the mails will tell is 
hard to predict. We are now satisfied as 
to what is to come, and our end of the 
show is going to be as big a surprise to 
ail concerned as the great exposition is 
to the people who have never 
seen it—the preparations being made 
for it. We still have some  in- 
significant, obscure colored men 
who are circulating the information that 
the best colored people of Georgia and 
Alabama are not interested in the exhibit, 
yet it is a matter of record that Georgia 
under the leadership of Professor W. H. 
Crogman, applied for nearly 4,000 square 
feet of space, and Alabama, un- 
der Professor Washington, 4,000 square 
feet, the full amount of which 
could not be supplied. We are not disposed 
te gas over this things, but we will let 
the record and the exhibit speak for a proof 
that the thrifty colored people are so far 
as the exposition is concerned intensely in 
evidence, The most amusing thing before 
the American people now is the colored man 
who is blowing off his grandiloquent gas 
about his rights and why he is against the 
colored exhibit while the commissioners 
are filing application and the secretary al- 
lotting space for exhibits of industry, mech- 
anism and business showing why the col- 
ored man is entitled to his rights, The 
grandiloquent gaspipe is just catching at 
the shadow, while the commissioners are 
getting hold of the substance, Mark it 
down—the cool-headed, thoughtful, com- 


‘> mon-semse colored men and women aye-pro- 


ceeding forthwith to have the race rep- 
resented and secure results, If a few col- 
ored people who are doing nothing but 
talk and have never done anything but talk, 
choose to talk on, we have no objections. 
These men who have been working for an 
exhibit and who have secured the hand- 
some exhibit for which space has been al- 
lotted, are men who have done something, 
own something, are something and are 
seeking to build up the race substantially. 
They know that talk and gush will not 
build any man, white or black. Now that 
the exhibit is assured and active installa- 
tion will soon set in, I am preparing to 
turn my attention to th ecolored  con- 
gressses to be held here. In each state the 
chief commissioner appointed a committee 
on congresses to select speakers. The 
chairman of the committees in these states 
are as follows:. Professor Frank Trigg, 
A. M.,- Virginia; Rev. George C. Rowe, 
South Carolina; Lawyer G. W. Lovejoy, 
Alabama; President J. C. Calloway, Mis- 
issippi; Colonel F. H. Crumbly, Georgia; 
tev. J. H. Hurst, Maryland; Professor 8. L, 
M, Frances, West Virginia; ex-Congress- 
man H. P. Cheatham; North Carolina; 
tev. W. O Emory, Arkansas; Rev. W. H. 
Brooks, Washington, D. C.; Rev, A. Henry 
Attaway, Florida; Hon. Joseph T. Seetle, 
Tennessee. All of these men are repre- 
sentative, and are among the best. They 
are red-hot exposition men, and with their 
committee of three, who are men equally 
as prominent, they have met and got out 
speakers for the congresses. I wish to 
dwell on these congresses because the col- 
ored people, while coming to see the mag- 
nificent exhibit they will have made, the 
most of them will come during these con- 
gresses; as has been stated, November lth, 
colored soldiers from every state, where 
they are in volunteer service, will be here, 
Every day letters come from them indi- 
cating their purpose to be here. These col- 
ored soldiers are going to bring ten visitors 
for every soldier. Some time ago the en- 
tertainment of these soldiers was in doubt, 
but it is no longer so, Such representative 
and responsible colored men as Hon. H, A, 
Rucker, Colonel F .H. Crumbly, Hon. C, 
C. Wimbish, Peofessor W. B. Matthews 
have become interested, and it is only a 
matter of time when all arrangements will 
he complete. The religious congress from 
the 12th to the 15th will bring together the 
greatest number of colored ministers ever 
assembled in Atlanta. The best in point 
of intelligence and piety of our ministry 
will be here. Programmes are being per- 
fected by each of the churches now. The 
bishops of the Methodist Episcopal church 
held a meeting at Ocean Grove a few days 
ago and selected representatives for the 
colored wing of that church. November 
16th will be a great gathering of colored 
farmers, business men, ete, On the 18th of 
November, professional day, or the day 
for our lawyers and doctors, will be a re- 
minder that the colored man is successful- 


- ly practicing in the learned professions, On 
November 19th and 20th will be held a 


strong temperance meeting. This meeting 
has been indorsed by the national temper- 
ance people, and will urge our people par- 
ticularly that to be dry and keep dry is 
the best on this side of the river, On No- 
vember 2ist the colored editors from all 
Over the land will be here. The National 
‘Afro-American Press convention’ having 
adjourned recently to meet here on that 
date, the president, T, Thomas Fortune, of 
New York. who is the acknowledging prince 
of the colored American journalism, writes 
me that the colored press will be here, and 
the thing that makes me enthusiastic is 
the fact that they are going to have some- 
thing to write about when they go back. 
There are one or two little fellows who 
can hardly eke out an existence putting 
their heads out of the water occasionally 
against the exhibit, but such strong journ- 
alistsas T. Thomas Fortune, of New York; 
Lewey, of Florida; Lawson and Cooper, of 
Washington; Johnson, of Washington; 
Dancy of North Carolina; Asbury, of Vir- 
ginia; Griggs, of Virginia; Scott, of Texas; 
McAllister, of Mississippi; Rowe, of South 
Carolina; Steward, of Kentucky, and scores 
of others, men who write their own edi- 
torials and know that there is all to gain 
and nothing to lose by the exhibit, are red- 
t exposition men.

Suything against our exhibit. They are 
coming to see the magnificent display—a 
monument to a quarter of a century of 


-hard work. The international committee 


of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
has‘ indorsed the holding of a colored 
Young Men’s Christian Association congress 
during the exposition. The exact date has 
mot yet been fixed. The educational con- 
gresses from the 26th to the Sist of Decem- 
ber will bring our educational force from 
the presidents of colleges to the humble, 
but very necessary, country teacher, The 
patronage of this congress has been assum- 
ed by the Georgia State Teachers‘ Associa- 
tion through their executive commission- 
er, Such responsible colored men as Pro- 
fessor William E. Holmes, president; cor- 
responding secretary, Professor A, Bt. 
George Richardson; Editor F. G. Snel- 
son, Athens; Professor W. B. Spencer, of 
Columbus, Ga., and R. RR. Wright 
are among that number. Letters 
are being received in the city now from 
teachers who are coming wanting to secure 
a home this far ahead. In my own home, 
Lynchburg, Va., we will have'a strong del- 
egation, if not the entire corps of twenty- 
six colored teachers, during the December 
congresses. The colored woman’s congress, 
to be held on the 28th of December, has 
received @ great boom in the last few days. 
Fully 500 colored women are expected. Mrs, 
B. K. Bruce, wife of the ex-senator from 
Mississippi, with her committee in Wash- 
ington, are putting forth great effort to 
bring our best women from every nook and 
corner of the union, This one of the con- 
gresses I take special pride in,” 

“What prgress are you making in ar- 
rangirig to accommodate the visitors of 
your race?’ 

‘Everything on this line is very cheerful. 
Mr. G. M. Howell, a colored man of this 
city, well thought of, is preparing to ac- 
commodate 400 or 600 guests in hotelsand at 
his residence, He informs me it will be 
first class, and that’s what we want, The 
colored people who are going to visit here 
are of the finer class, and they will want 
first-class treatment all around. Besides, 
Mr. Howell's, the hotel near the grounds is 
going up fast, The citizens are preparing 
to accommodate by adding to their resi- 
dences. Any man with eyes can. see that 
Mr. Walters Eppes, who is going to con- 
duct the restaurant at the grounds in our 
building, is going to have a model thing. 
He is up on the business, and the restau- 
rant is going to be an exhibit in itself of 
how a colored man can prepare and make 
comfortable colored people. Bverything will 
be as nice as & new pin. I feel sure that 
after our many friends see our nice exhibit 
they will be délighted to witness such an- 
other exhibit as the restaurant in the negro 
building, We will nicely accommodate all 
our race from all over the country, I say 
‘we’ because I have been treated so nicely 
and helped by the colored citizens of At- 
lanta that I feel to be a part of them.”’ 

“Are there any other pleasant features 
about your exhibit you would like to have 
the readers of Th Constitution know?’ 

“Yes, Referring to the exhibit, one great 
feature will be the photographic display of 
the residences and churches owned by col- 
ored people. We are anxious, and all the 
commissioners have been urged to make 
that a special feature. It is going to be 
an attractive and telling exhibit, and will 
not occupy much space The colored wo- 
man’s board of Atlanta, with such able and 
energetic women of the race as Mrs, A, D. 
Carey, a principal in the city schools; 
Mrs. Bishop H. M. Turner, Mrs. Dr. J. 
W. £. Bowen, Mrs. Professor Crogman, 
and a host of others, are looking after 
this particular exhibit in the city, as well 
as other matters concerning the social 
well-being of the visitors. While a large 
collection of photographs have been secur- 
ed, yet a rousing letter has been sent out 
calling for every colored property owner 
to act, Another thing in our favor is the 
fact that our exhibit is not going to be 
lacking for intelligent description. The 
patent office is going to detail an officer to 
explain the patents. Many of the coun- 
ties making agricultural displays will have 
intelligent men to explain their displays, 
while the schools, state and individual ex- 
hibitors, are going to have our intelligent 
young men and women to chat business 
to the visitor. A knowledge of very many 
who are to be in charge of exhibits has 
been known to me only a week or so, and 
it has greatly enthused me. Many I know 
personally. We want everything told about 
our exhibit, and told right, There will 
likely be doubting Thomases, and we want 
the thing told well. Now that a wonder- 


ful exhibit is about to be installed, and. 


that the colored people have up to date 
met the issue and are going to meet it 
with more telling effect when the president 
presses the button, I have decided to write 
the history of the negro exhibit, It will be 
a complete write-up of the whole affair, 
and will be a valuable history to colored 
Americans. It is a pleasant task to say 
that since our last interview the railroads 
centering in Atlanta from the south assure 
us through the chief of transportation that 
good, first-class accommodation will be 
given all colored passengers, and that ar- 
rangements have been made to that effect. 
This will be received with joy by our white 
friends as well as by the colored people, 
Our people already enjoy such from Wash- 
ington and points north to this city. We 
are in receipt of more mail than we can 
well keep up with from the best men of the 
country of our race commending the work 
that is being done and rejoicing in the 
grand exhibit. I have yet to see a man 
from principle who is opposed to the ex- 
hibit. Four things I wish to impress: 
First, the exhibit is assured, and though 
it will be compactly installed, there will 
not be space for all of it unless a gallery, 
an annex or something be built to secure 
more space than there is now. The record 
speaks for itself. Second, the best people of 
our race in the land are coming, and they 
will be entertained royally by the Atlanta 
colored people, Third, the colored con- 
gresses will be a great success, because 
those who can make it a success are in- 
terested. Fowrth, somebody is going to be 
surprised, 

“We only ask the colored and white peo- 
ple to believé what they see.” 


THEY CAN’T GET HOME. 


Thousands of European Travelers 
Who Can’t Get to America. 
European travelers are having a hard 

time of it this year. 

More Americans went to Europe this 
summer than ever went before in a single 
summer. All intended returning in Bep- 
tember. They commenced going in the 
early spring and continued through the 
summer months, filling all the big boats 
for weeks. 

It has developed that thousands who 
expected to return home this month will 
be sorely disappointed. The maximum ca- 
pacity of all the boats running between 
Europe and America will not exceed 12,000 
per month, while the number that wishes 
to return is 2,000. So it will be seen that 
several thousand are doomed to disap- 
pointment. Those who know say that the 
cables are kept hot with messages asking 
that money be sent. Travelers who went 
abroad with only enough money to last 
until September have found that they must 
provide for another month or six weeks.

COMMISSIONER NIEDERLEIN COMES 


He Brings a Diversified Exhibit and Is 
Pushing the Work Rapidly—In the 
Forestry Buildiuag. 


The exhibit of the Argentine Republic 
and Dr. Gustavo Niederlein, commissioner 
for that government, arrived on the expo- 
sition grounds yesterday morning. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon this mar- 
velous display of ‘woods, hides, fleeces, 
cereals and snakes had been uncased and 
was being placed up in the west end of the 
mineral and forestry building where 3,300 
square feet has been reserved, while the 
commissioner directed a force of hands 
busily at work unpackirig the various ob- 
jects. 

In two days the exhibit of the Argentine 
Republic will be in thorough shape. 

Dr. Niederlein came to Atlanta from 
Philadelphia, where he is charged with the 
organization and installation of the com- 
mercial and economic qnuseum. He is a 
Man of eminence and lmnmiing, having 
been the government inspector of agricul- 
ture and forestry of the Argentine Nepub- 
lic, the government commissioner at the 
Chicago and Paris expositions and the 
naturalist of the Argentine museums and 
many official and international exploring, 
conquest and boundary expeditions. 

In appearance he is striking, dressed in 
a suit of steel-gray with a long coat but- 
toned tightly about a broad efest, and his 
head adorned with a shining tile of the 
latest mode. His. face is large with a 
prominent nose and a profuse black beard.

lines conducted in the most modern way. 
In all, there are 12,000 kilometers of rail- 
ways in the republic. 

The exportation of gold per annum 
amounts to $101,000,000. The principal arti- 
cles of export a year in the way of animal 
products will amount to $53,000,000, and of 
agricultural products, $35,000,000. 

The cities are building up in every di- 
rection. Lata Platta is now only twelve 
years old, but it has built up with phe- 
nomenal rapidity and has a population of 
about 60,000. Rosario comes next and has 
a population of about the same number. 
In Cordola, the next city in point of pop- 
ulation and size, there are universities 300 
years old. 

“Few know just what we have and 
what we are doing in that part of South 
America, and this display will Be of great 
benefit to us as well as to the United 
States. - 

“I shall be busily at work here for the 
next week and hope to have all the ex- 
hibits in place in the next two or three 
days. It will be some time, of course, 
before it is all finished up.”’ 

Will Remain a Week. 

Dr, Niederlein will remain in Atlanta a 
week. His full exhibit is already here with 
the exception of a few specimens which 
are still on the way. He has.a supply also 
in Philadelphia which he will send from 
that city on his return. 

Mr. C. D. Parker, superintendent of the 
mineral and forestry building, is assisting 
Dr. Niederlein materially in the construc- 
tion of his display.

Since the apprépriatfon by the Argentine 
government hé'‘has been engaged in col- 
lecting his objects to be placed on diSplay 
at the exposition. 

In making this collection he has traveled 
over all the states of the Argentine Re- 
public and the result of his efforts will 
be a great credit to that country during 
the fair. 

In the Forestry Building. 

The display of the Argentine Repub- 
lic will be placed in the mineral and fores- 
try hall, where,a large space has been as- 
Signed to it. In fact, it will fill up almost 
the entire west end, wall space included. 

The exhibit is bulky. It consists of 1,700 
different objects. 

These will show in every form the re- 
sources and products of the country. There 
will be an unrivaled display of woods and 
the commissioner brought with him 350 
different kinds. Mahogany of the purest 
polish, oaks and many hard woods of a 
curious and yseful kind will be placed on 
display. 

The exhibit will be conspicuous for its 
collection of fleeces, and 160 different spe- 
cies will be placed on exhibit. The com- 
missioner says. that 6500-different species 
of cereals have been brought out. These 
include the oil seeds, horticulture seeds 
and others of that nature. Cotton, too, has 
been brought up, and the method of cul- 
tivating and manufacturing the plant there 
will be demonstrated. Of tobacco, the Ar- 
gentine Republic will show furty samples; 
Sugar, torty grades; fiber plants, forty- 
eight species; 250 kinds of dyeing, tanning 
and medicinal plants. The skins of 104 
@pecies of animals, wild and domestic, will 
also be displayed. Outside of the regular 
exhibit of fleeces, thirty sheep skins will 
show what material that country has for 
wool. The exhibit of snakes wiil be large, 
made up of twenty-five species. In this 
the commissioner says there will be some 
of the rarest specimens of snakes ever 
placed on display. 

Pictures of the Country. 

This is the exhibit to be placed in the 
forestry building. On the walls surround- 
ing it will be placed splendid paintings 
and photographs illustrative of the scenes 
in the South American states. ‘ 

Four large oil paintings which. have al- 
ready arrived will be hung above the ex- 
hibit. These are masterpieces and will 
represent jungle scenes, glimpses of town 
life and other striking pictures. Dr. Nie- 
derlein talks interestingly about his ex- 
hibit and the country he represents. 

“I hope,” he said yesterday afternoon, 
“Ahat this exposition will increase, or 
rather establish trade relations between 
the South American states and the south- 
ern states here. It is a strange thing that 
the people in this section of the country 
know so little about the government which 
I represent. Through our work at the 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion I have no-doubt but the commercial 
relationship of the South American coun- 
tries and the United States will be firmiy 
established. 

“This exhibit which I have secured is 
more interesting, I think, than any that 
has ever gone out from the Argentine 
country to any place. There are a number 
of new specimens in it, and as a whole, it. 
is more diversified and interesting than 
all former exhibits which have gone out 
from the states.” ‘ 

The Argentine Republic has progressed 
in the last ten years. Railroads have been 
built up in many places. These are trunk 
exposition. He will make his headquarters 
at the exposition grounds and may be found 
there at any hour of the day. 

Mr. Donaldson reached the city yesterday 
morning. He was accompanied by Inspectors

A Heavy Damage Suit Filed Against 
the Exposition 


BY THE CRONBROCK STEAM BOILER CO. 


Failing To Get the Contract for Steam 
Boilers, They Bring Suit Against the 
Company—Bad Faith Is Alleged. 


Yesterday afternoon, in the office of the 
clerk of the United States court, a heavy 
damage suit was filed against the Cotton 
States and International exposition. 

The complainant is the Clonbrock Steam 
Boiler Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Mr. Charles F. Foster, who is in charge 
of the machinery building, is made a party 
to the suit and comes in for a liberal share 
of the charges set forth in the petition. 

The damages claimed against the exposi- 
tion company amount to $11,000. The under- 
lying cause of the suit is the failure of the 
exposition company to award the contract 
for supplying the steam power to run the 
machinery of the exposition to the Clon- 
brock Boiler Company. 

Bad faith is charged against the board of 
directors in awarding the contract to only 
one company, after a distinct understand- 
ing that several boiler works should be 
represented, the complainant being among 
the number. 

The suit was filed by Judge Henry B. 
Tompkins, of this city, and Daniel O’Con- 
nell, of New York. 

The petition sets out that a letter from 
J. H. Allen, the chairman of the machin- 
ery committee of the exposition, was re- 
ceived by complainant on the lith day of 
last February. In this letter it was stated 
that a boiler plant, aggregating 4,000-horse 
power, would be required by the exposition. 
This amount was to be divided among a 
number of prominent manufacturers, allow- 
ing each to make an exhibit of a battery 
consisting of two boilers of 250-horse power 
each, 

On receipt of this letter from Allen com- 
painant wrote back to Atlanta accepting the 
proposition. Immediately the work of get- 
ting the engine ready commenced and spe- 
cial pains were taken to make it one ‘of 
the finest boilers ever constructed. 

Later on, however, complications arose in 
the correspondence between the boiler 
works and the exposition company. A let- 
ter was finally received stating that all 
matters pertaining to the machinery ex- 
hibit had been placed in the hands of Mr. 
Charles F. Foster. Mr. Foster had been 
connected with the machinery department 
of the world’s fair. 

Subsequently, in Lowell, 
ing took place between A. E. Jones, the 
agent of the boiler company, and J. H. 
Allen, the chairman of the machinery com- 
mittee of the exposition. 

From this casual meeting it was learned 
that Mr. Foster was in charge of things 
and expected to make a final award in a few 
days. Instead of making the award to sev- 
eral companies, as first explained in the let- 
ter to the complainant, it was made to 
the Sterling company, of Chicago, a few 
days after this conference in Lowell, Mass. 

Having aiready partially constructed the 
boiler, every effort was made by conplain- 
ant to secure space for making an exhibit 
at the exposition. Application was made to 
the board of directors and also to the Ster- 
ling company, but the privilege was not 
granted and complainant was left out in 
the cold. 

The entire cost of the boiler thus excluded 
by the alleged action of the exposition 
company is fixed at $9,000. In addition to 
this the damage in being debarred from 
the privilege of making an exhibit is put at 
$2,000. In speaking of the magnitude of the 
exposition the petition gives a glowing ac- 
count of that great enterprse and states 
that all the countries of the globe will be 
represented. The petition also recites, the 
fact that the government of the United 
States has invested $200,000 in the exposi- 
tion and that millions of dollars have been 
expended. The damage to complainant in 
being denied the privilege of making a dis- 
play at the exposition, after the under- 
standing wth Mr. Allen that a number of 
boiler works would be represented, was 
more than figures could well measure. The 
facts set out in the petition made quite a 
long story and covered several pages of 
typewritten paper. 

The petition was presented to Judge Don 
A. Pardee, of New Orleans, on the 2d day 
of this month. An order was granted by 
him directing the exposition company to 
show cause before Judge William T. New- 
man, on the 3ist day of August, why the 
prayer of the complainant should not be 
granted and proper damages awarded.

AFTER BLIND TIGERS. 


The Police Committee Says the Illegal 
Sale of Whisky Must Stop. 

The illegal sale of whisky and beer in 
Atlanta is to be suppressed if the members 
of the police committee of the general 
council can have their way. 

The days of the blind tiger are few, un- 
less some of the lynx-eyed officers of the 
city go to sleep. on duty or the scalps of 
the members of the police committee will 
be found dangiing at the belts of those who 
have the nerve to defy the laws regulating 
the sale of wines, whiskies and beers in 
Atlanta. s 

Mr. Camp, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, has inaugurated the crusade, and 
he and other members of the committee, 
Mr. Day and Mr. Broyles, will see that 
the crusade is pushed. The crusade stari- 
ed with the drafting of a paper which is 
now in the hands of ‘the police commission 
or in the hands of the city clerk. The paper 
is a short one, and is quite pointed. It re- 
cites the fact that the laws governing the 
sale of liquor in Atlanta are being violated 
and calls upon the police authorities and 
others to see that the law is no longer 
violated, and that liquor is sold in the 
city only in compliance with the laws as 
they have been written and construed by 
the city attorney. Every member of the 
general council knows of the existence of 
the paper and of the fact that it is now in 
the hands of the police commission, and 
that a report on it will be expected by the 
members at the next meeting of the gen- 
eral council. 

‘Mr. Camp, through whom the paper found 
its way into the hands of the commission, 
does not manifest any disposition to talk 
about the matter, but there are those whu 
seem to be posted who will talk. In speak- 
ing of the paper yesterday, one of them re- 
marked: 

“It is nothing more than I expected when 
I learned that the general council on Mon- 
day had failed to grant the extension of 
time asked for. It is a known fact that 
there is more than one place in the city 
of Atlanta where whisky, wine and beer 
of all brands are sold in defiance of the 
law. I may say that the sale is made in 
open defiance of the law. Now, the saloon 
men pay a heavy license and are required 
to follow the law. 

“The paper was written and handed to 
him because he was chairman of the police 
committee, and the right penson for ‘it to 
go to. ' 

“I can say this much, however, about the 
matter. Mr. Camp is not moving in the 
matter any further than his sworn duty 
as a member of the council requires. He 
was elected ‘to the council, and as a mem- 
ber of that body he cannot deny any one 
the right to petition for or against any- 
thing. All the police commissioners and 
the members of the police committee want 
in the matter is a faithful and careful 
execution of the law. The police commis- 
sion will have an answer to the paper by 
the next meeting of the council, and if 
that body informs the council that the 
laws are not being violated, then we may 
know there are no blind tigers in Atlanta.” 
Wants To Sell Weiner Warst Again. 


John Williams, the pioneer weiner wurst 
seller in Atlanta, wants to return to the 
street corners again, and will ask the tax 
and street committee to ailow him the use 
of the corner of Peachtree and Decatur 
streets for his cans and weiner. There 
Williams wants to satisfy the taste of 
those whé are fond of his imported weiner. 

Williams was about the first vender of 
the mysteriously made sausage in Atlanta, 
and it is said that he made a fortune out 
of it once and bought a small farm.

The board of aldermen will’ convene in 
regular session tomorrow, and during the 
session Mr. Howell’s resolution authorizing 
the mayor to execute to the Cotton States 
and. International exposition a note for 
$15,000, the balance of the money the city 
owes the exposition company, will come up. 
The resolution was adopted by the council 
last Monday, and the board will concur 
in it without a dissenting vote. The papers 
will then go to .he mayor, and ‘before the 
week is out Mayor King will have executed 
that note to the expos!tion company, and 
the note will in all probability have found 
its way into some bank.
